Feds crack 
down on 
poppers

T he federal government appears 
to be beginning a crackdown on 
the sale of poppers. 

Last Thursday, August 22, a repre¬ 
sentative from the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission ordered the 
owner of the Phantom store on Cas¬ 
tro Street to stop selling products 
containing butyl or alkyl nitrites or 
face a fine of up to $200,000. The of¬ 
ficial also confiscated 25 bottles of the 
inhalants for testing. 

News of the raid prompted sever¬ 
al other stores in the Castro to stop 
selling the products out of apparent 
concern that the CPSC would target 
them next. Phantom owner Imad 
Bitar said he didn’t know why they 
decided to target his store first. 

“They had to start with somebody, 
so I guess-it-was me,”- he said. 

The owner said he was ordered to 
turn over the names of his suppliers 
and he said that the CPSC represen¬ 
tative, Louie Pain, told him that he 
was not interested in the “little guys.” 

Bitar said Pain appeared shocked 
by the open sales of poppers in other 
shops in the Castro. Bitar said the rep¬ 
resentative told him: “You guys have 
your own world here.” 

Bitar questioned why the govern¬ 
ment allowed businesses to openly sell 
the products for years before deciding 
to crack down now. 

“I never thought it was illegal,” the 
store owner said, noting that he pur¬ 
chased the products from a supplier 
that openly promoted the products in 
catalogs. 

No one from the CPSC returned the 
Bay Area Reporter’s call by press time. 

. Just this month, the CPSC posted a new 
'warning on its Web site, advising of the 
dangers of the inhalants that are often 
used for an added rush during sex. 

The spokeswoman for the San 
Francisco Department of Public 
Health, Eileen Shields, said she was 
informed of the apparent crackdown 
this week by AIDS activist Hank Wil¬ 
son, but she said she didn’t know any¬ 
thing more about it. 

Wilson is a founder of both the 
Committee to Monitor Poppers and 
Survive AIDS. He co-authored the anti¬ 
popper book Death Rush in 1986. Wil¬ 
son and many others have long been 
critical of poppers for contributing to 
unsafe sex practices and for increasing 
the user’s susceptibility to HIV infec¬ 
tion. Wilson points to a growing 
mountain of evidence linking poppers 
to a number of health problems. The 
combination of Viagra and poppers 
has been linked to several deaths. 

A federal crackdown on poppers 
in 1988 resulted in manufacturers 
skirting the law by changing the 
chemical makeup of the products that 
are often marketed as videotape head 
cleaners or boot or leather cleaners.^ 


i n a move that shocked some and didn’t 
surprise others at all, Pallotta Team¬ 
works - the controversial for-profit 
company that produces a variety of 
fundraising events for charity - closed 
its doors and laid off more than 250 employ¬ 
ees last week. 

According to early news reports, compa¬ 
ny founder Dan Pallotta told employees the 
shutdown was temporary, and done to save 
money in order to allow scheduled events to 
go on as planned. But Pallotta phone lines 
were either disconnected or weren’t being an¬ 
swered this week, and at press time, repre¬ 
sentatives from the company had not re¬ 
turned calls from the Bay Area Reporter seek¬ 
ing comment. 

The layoffs are just the most recent indi¬ 
cators of trouble for Pallotta Teamworks, 
which for years has been criticized for pro¬ 
ducing slick AIDS and cancer events that

E ven though he is $450,000 richer today, 
Derek Henkle has a hard time smiling. 
He’s only 21, but when he tries to smile, 
his lips pull tight into the resigned grimace of 
someone many times his age. 

On Wednesday, August 28, in the office of 
a downtown San Francisco law firm, Henkle 
tried to smile a lot, as he signed the nearly 
half-million-dollar settlement agreement in 
his lawsuit against the Washoe County 
School District in Reno, Nevada. 

The terms of the settlement agreement in 
the case not only provide $451,000 for Hen¬ 
kle, part of which he says he will use to set up 
an education fund for LGBT youth facing ha¬ 
rassment, but they also require the Washoe 
County School District to do training for its 
staff and students. 

In his lawsuit, Henkle said that starting at 
about age 14, when he entered ninth grade at 


gross millions but only net a fraction of prof¬ 
its for benefiting charities. Recent business 
practice squabbles prompted the San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS Foundation and the Los Angeles 
Gay and Lesbian Center to break from Pal- 
lotta’s California AIDS Ride this year, and 
similar charities and companies across the 
country soon followed suit by distancing 
themselves from Pallotta events. 

In April, a lawsuit was filed against Pallot- 
ta’s Vaccine Rides, protesting the events’ dis¬ 
mal returns to research. In May, Avon Prod¬ 
ucts announced it would not continue to 
sponsor Pallotta breast cancer walks after 
2003. And in July, Pallotta announced it was 
canceling some of its planned Vaccine Rides 
and would no longer schedule those events 
after this year. 

Scrambling to keep afloat, Pallotta enlist¬ 
ed a handful of other Bay Area charities to 
participate in the California AIDS Ride this

Everybody at my 
school had to harass me or they themselves 
would be harassed.” 

Henkle told the story of how he had been 


year, and many of these smaller organiza¬ 
tions, having nothing to lose, participated 
with the hope of earning some badly needed 
funds. 

But at least one of those organizations has 
not yet seen a dime from the most recent 
AIDS Ride, which took place June 2-8. 

“We haven’t received the money, and we’re 
waiting to hear from them,” said Daniel Hlad, 
spokesman for San Francisco’s Black Coali¬ 
tion on AIDS. “We’re not sure whether this 
closure is going to affect how they distribute 
that money.” 

A contract is a contract, however, and 
some organizations don’t plan on letting Pal- 
lotta’s financial woes excuse its commit¬ 
ments; on Monday, the Avon Foundation said 
it will continue with three breast cancer char¬ 
ity walks scheduled for October, and expects 
Pallotta Teamworks to do everything it can 
for the events. T 


lassoed by three other students in the school’s 
parking lot. They taunted him and said, “Let’s 
string up the fag and tie him to the back of 
our truck and drag him down the highway.” 

Henkle said that he fled into the school 
building and ran into a classroom, where he 
called the school’s administrators.

Finally he 
was placed in a remedial education program.

who’s who of about 500 
' i current and former San 
Francisco elected officials, 
friends, and colleagues filled the 
North Light Court in City Hall 
Monday evening, August 26, to 
celebrate the life of gay political 
consultant Robert Barnes. 

Barnes died August 9 after bat¬ 
tling multiple illnesses since late 
June. He was 42. Monday’s 
memorial was held to coincide 
with what would have been his 
43rd birthday. 

Speaker after speaker described 
Barnes’s talent as a political con¬ 
sultant and many recalled his 
sometimes abrasive and con¬ 
tentious personality that at times 
engulfed him in the midst of a 
tough election campaign. 

Political consultant Jim Rival- 
do, who worked with both Barnes 
and the late Harvey Milk, recalled 
the time 24 years ago when Milk 
told him about a young, energetic 
guy who wanted to help fight the 
statewide Briggs initiative, which 
would have banned gay school 
teachers. 


“Bobby Barnes was fiercely, 
loudly, proudly gay - he was out, 
way out,” Rivaldo said. “I told 
Harvey, ‘You don’t need to give 
this kid hope, you need to give this 
kid a Valium.’” 

He added that years later, in 
1990, Barnes, now known as 
Robert, announced to Rivaldo 
that the two were competitors and 


that Rivaldo “better watch out.” 

But the two men did work to¬ 
gether on some campaigns, and 
both were involved in the 1990 
“lavender sweep” that saw an un¬ 
precedented number of gay and 
lesbian candidates elected in San 
Francisco. 

“I saw that he, like Harvey, had

activists published a list of de¬ 
mands for social change. One of 
those was government ‘encour¬ 
agement and support for sex edu¬ 
cation courses, prepared and 
taught by gay women and men, 
presenting homosexuality as a 
valid, healthy preference and 
lifestyle as a viable alternative to 
heterosexuality.’” (In fact, the first 
March on Washington was in 
1979.) 

Not- that there’s anything 
wrong with that, according to the 
court, which will continue this 
week to hear the case’s penalty 
phase, in which damages could be 
claimed directly from school Su¬ 
perintendent Tom Himmelberg, 
who was found to have engaged in 
“oppression, fraud, or malice.” 

Debro’s lawsuit was filed in 
1999 after he pursued a grievance 
through his union and then de¬ 
cided to challenge the school’on 
constitutional grounds. His suit 
against the San Leandro Unified 
School District and Himmelberg 
claimed he was used as an exam¬ 
ple to stifle the free speech of 
other teachers. His attorneys 
sought a repeal of the school’s 
censorship policies for controver¬ 
sial topics and asked for $450,000

hen San Leandro High 
School teacher Karl 
Debro decided to discuss 
racism and homophobia with his 
students, the heterosexual African 
American probably didn’t antici¬ 
pate it would spark a years-long 
legal battle that just a few weeks 
ago began to come to a close. 

During the 1997-98 school 
year, conservative parents tried to 
remove Debro from the East Bay 
school for his teachings about the 
evils of racially motivated and 
anti-gay bigotry. An investigation 
by the district concluded that 
Debro was guilty of “unprofes¬ 


sional conduct” and misuse of 
class time, and he was disciplined 
for not asking permission to hold 
such a discussion. 

But on Thursday, August 8, 
Alameda County Superior Court 
Judge Bonnie Lewman Sabraw 
ruled that Debro’s constitutional 
right to free speech was violated 
by the school’s actions, and a jury 
awarded him $500,000 in emo¬ 
tional distress damages. 

“This ruling is a victory for 
students and educators across 
the country,” said Eliza Byard, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the Gay, Les¬ 
bian, Straight Education Net¬ 
work. “As we begin a new school 
year, it is important that this case 
be held up as an example of what 
can and should happen when ad¬ 
ministrators attempt to silence 
teachers who are working to end 
bias toward lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender students and 
staff.” 

“This use of the public school 
system as a propaganda tool for 
the homosexual movement is 
merely the fulfillment of a 
decades-old goal,” said a statement 
from the American Family Asso¬ 
ciation about Debro’s case. “Dur¬ 
ing their 1972 [sic] march on 
Washington, D.C., homosexual 
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Hansen tries again 
for Dist.

wo years ago, voters in Dis¬ 
trict 8 almost sent longtime 
community activist Eileen 
Hansen to City Hall; this year, she 
wants them to finish the job. 

Hansen, who is running on a 
progressive platform, launched 
her campaign for supervisor 
with a party at the Women’s 
Building last Thursday, August 
22. An estimated 200 people at¬ 
tended the event, which raised 
$10,000 for her campaign, ac¬ 
cording to spokesman Douglas 
Conrad. 

Among those attending the 
kickoff were District Attorney Ter¬ 
ence Hallinan and Assistant Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Jim Hammer, Su¬ 
pervisor Chris Daly, Redevelop¬ 
ment Commissioner Mark Dun¬ 
lop, school board member Mark 
Sanchez, Service Employee Inter¬ 
national Union Local 250 Presi¬ 
dent Sal Rosselli, and former Su¬ 
pervisor Harry Britt. 

At the event, Hansen an¬ 
nounced that she had received 
the endorsement of the Harvey 
Milk LGBT Democratic Club. 
Additionally, five SEIU locals 
(790, 250, 535, 1877, and 1000) 
have put forward their recom¬ 
mendation for the endorsement 
of Hansen to the San Francisco 
Labor Council. 

Voters will select a new super¬ 


visor in District 8, which includes 
the Castro, Noe Valley, and Glen 
Park, on November 5. Current Su¬ 
pervisor Mark Leno is expected to 
win his bid for the 13th District 
Assembly seat, and that has set off 
a mad scramble as several LGBT 
candidates are vying to succeed 
him. In addition to Hansen they 
include BART board director Tom 
Radulovich, former mayoral aide 
Bevan Dufty, and community ac¬ 
tivist Shawn O’Hearn. 

Board of Supervisors President 
Tom Ammiano, who supported 
Hansen in her 2000 race, opened 
the program last week, telling the 
crowd that she would be an asset 
to the board. He also said that the 
media in San Francisco “could be 


doing a tad bit better” when it 
comes to covering the city’s pro¬ 
gressive voice. 

“We have a vision,” Ammiano 
said. “But ... we get attacked for 
our voice, we get attacked for our 
mannerisms. I know what real 
people want and they want Eileen 
Hansen. 

“Eileen is independent. She’s 
not beholden to any mayor and 
she’s not beholden to any so- 
called machine.” 

Public Defender-elect Jeff Adachi 
also spoke in support of Hansen. 

“We’re electing a fighter,” he 
said. “She’s never afraid to speak 
the truth, even when it’s against 
popular opinion. We’re here to

Screaming 
through the win¬ 
dow of the patrol car, the man in¬ 
sisted that the officers run him 
for warrants. “I want to know if 
I’m wanted for anything I did 
when I was 11 years old,” the man 
shouted. The officers ran a com¬ 
puter check and discovered he 
was listed as a missing person. 
The report was filed by San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital’s mental 
health facility the day before. The 


42-year-old man was transported 
to the hospital by the officers and 
re-admitted.

417 Castro, August 25, 7:45 
a.m.: A police sergeant on regular 
patrol observed a man on the 
sidewalk in a fetal position.

Alleged hate crime 
at drag king contest

an Francisco police are in- 
vestigating the violent dis- 
'7 ¥ ruption of the San Francis¬ 
co Drag King contest last week as 
a possible hate crime. 

Just before midnight on Thurs¬ 
day, August 22, witnesses say a 
Walnut Creek couple, Jack 
Broughton, 34, and Jean Earl, 32, 
began yelling “faggots” and 
punching patrons at the Stu- 
dioZ.tv nightclub on 11th Street, 
which was hosting the contest. A 
queer poetry troupe was perform¬ 
ing on stage at the time of the in¬ 
cident. 

One woman was briefly 
knocked unconscious and taken 
to San Francisco General Hospital 
where she was treated for cuts to 
her head and face. Her girlfriend 
suffered a bloody nose. 

The hospitalized victim told 
the Bay Area Reporter that she is 
angry that no one besides her girl¬ 
friend came to her aid when she 
was being attacked just outside the 
club, formerly known as the 
Transmission Theater. 


“Here I am a bisexual woman 
getting beaten up in my own 
space,” said the victim, who asked 
not to be named. “Why wasn’t 
anyone on my back? It was wrong 
on so many levels. If I had been in 
a person of color event, this 
wouldn’t have happened,” added 
the woman, who identified herself 
as Chicano and Native American. 

The victim said the incident 
began when the club’s bouncer 
tried to remove the Walnut Creek 
couple from the club after they 
had apparently become disrup¬ 
tive. Broughton called the African 
American bouncer a “fucking nig¬ 
ger,” the victim said. The woman 
said that when she gazed at the 
couple in shock, Earl punched her 
in her mouth. She said that when 
she followed Earl outside the club 
to confront her, Earl took a swing 
at her and she punched back, 
knocking Earl to the ground. 
Broughton then punched the vic¬ 
tim to the ground while saying, 
“You fucking bitch, you fucking 
dyke,” according to the victim. 
Witnesses said Broughton kicked 
the victim several times while she 
was on the ground before leaving 


the immediate area with Earl. 

The bouncer followed the cou¬ 
ple to the nearby Eagle Tavern 
where they were arrested by po¬ 
lice. Police said that the pair had 
also begun taunting patrons, at 
that gay bar. 

Police said they observed 
Broughton calling the bouncer a 
“fucking nigger” before they took 
him into custody. The arresting 
officers said they had to wrestle 
Broughton to the ground to put 
handcuffs on him after he strug¬ 
gled with them. Earl tried to run 
away before they grabbed her and 
took her into custody, police said. 

The pair was booked into San 
Francisco County Jail on charges of 
resisting arrest, battery, and being 
under the influence of alcohol in a 
public place. They were released on 
bail the following day. Boughton’s 
bail was $16,500. Earl, who wasn’t 
charged with any felonies, was re¬ 
leased on $1,000 bail. 

The 34-year-old victim told 
the B.A.R. that she was treated in 
the hospital for about 10 hours 
before being released. She said she 
is optimistic that none of her in¬ 
juries will be permanent. T 
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Hallman kicks off 
anti-hate campaign

? ou may have already seen 
the posters: photographs of 
people of South Asian and 
Arab descent under the statement, 
“We are not the enemy,” followed 
by the affirmation, “We are your 
community.” 

The posters are part of a new 
anti-hate campaign sponsored by 
San Francisco District Attorney 
Terence Hallinan, the United Way 
of the Bay Area, Alliance of South 
Asians Taking Action, American 
Arab Anti-Defamation Center, the 
Islamic Society of San Francisco, 
and the Intergroup Clearing¬ 
house. 

The campaign comes just as 
the anniversary of the September 
11 terrorist attacks approaches, 
an event that left America in tur¬ 
moil and many Arab, South 
Asian, and Muslim Americans 
the targets of backlash. Even in 
progressive San Francisco, hate 
crimes against Arabs or people 
perceived to be of Arab descent 
skyrocketed; from September 11, 
2001 until January 10, 2002, 
more than 338 cases of Bay Area 
discrimination and violence were 
reported to various agencies (al¬ 
though some of those cases, it 
has been noted, may have been 
reported to more than one 
agency). The posters are in the 
process of being installed on an 
estimated 800 buses and about 
30 bus shelters around San Fran¬ 
cisco, and they include a hotline 
for victims of hate crimes to seek 
help. 

The posters also include an 
image of which the LGBT com-

munity can be proud: the rain¬ 
bow flag is draped behind the 
photographs, and it is used, ac¬ 
cording to Linda Alexander of 
the D.A.’s office of victim ser¬ 
vices, to represent diversity in all 
its forms. 

“For many people the rainbow 
flag really symbolizes San Francis¬ 
co,” Alexander told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “In this instance we are 
using it to show diversity and in- 
clusivity, and in many ways the 
flag was even more inclusive than 
the American flag.” 

“We are not the enemy” re¬ 
ceived its official kick-off at a press 
conference on Monday, August 26 
at the Hall of Justice, where the 
campaign was touted as a tool to 


combat prejudice and solidify San 
Francisco’s commitment to toler¬ 
ance and equality. 

Representatives from the D.A.’s 
office as well as the sponsoring 
groups were on hand to praise the 
effort and call for an end to anti- 
Arab discrimination. 

“We have been the victims of 
vicious attacks because of the way 
we look and talk,” said Souleiman 
Ghali of the Islamic Society, who 
noted that a majority of Arab 
Americans surveyed after Septem¬ 
ber 11 have reported discrimina¬ 
tion of some kind, including job 
termination and the denial of so¬ 
cial and medical services. “We are 
your neighbors, your friends, your 
brothers. This community is our 
community, and this is our coun¬ 
try.” 

“We’re tired of being scape¬ 
goated,” concurred Arthi Varma of 
the Alliance of South Asians Tak¬ 
ing Action, “And we’re tired of 
people looking the other way 
when it happens.” 

Supervisor Chris Daly also 
spoke of the need for a response 
to anti-Arab hate crimes, and Hal¬ 
linan said that he hoped the cam¬ 
paign would be a “preemptive 
strike” against hate crimes relating 
to September 11 backlash or con¬ 
tinuing conflicts in the Middle 
East. 

A successful society is marked 
by how we treat each other “not in 
easy times,” said Hallinan, “but in 
tough times.” T 


Victims of all hate crimes are 
encouraged to call the D.A.’s 
victims services department at 
(415) 553-9044. 
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T his measure would require 
$122,755,000 in general obligation 
m bonds. The money would be used 
to repair earthquake damage sustained by 
the Veterans Building during the Loma 
Prieta earthquake of 1989. Besides dam¬ 
age repair, funds will be used to upgrade 
facilities to meet current codes (includ¬ 
ing disability access) as well as to create 
new public arts and cultural facilities. 
The measure also requires the War 
Memorial Commission to pay up to $3 
million a year to help defray the public’s 
cost through property taxes. 

Opened in 1932, the Veterans Building 
is part of the War Memorial complex, 
which also includes the opera house and 
Davies Symphony Hall. The building was 
constructed to honor the memory of vet¬ 
erans and to provide educational, cultural, 
and arts facilities for the general public. 
Both a national as well as a city landmark, 
it was in this building that the United Na¬ 
tions charter was signed in 1945 and the 
peace treaty with Japan ratified in 1951. 
The building also houses the Herbst The¬ 
atre and the Green Room, where more 
than 435 arts and cultural programs take 
place each year with an annual attendance 
of over 300,000. 

After being severely compromised by 
the Loma Prieta quake, the building now 
has a seismic hazard rating factor of 3, 
which is the highest rating allowed for an 
operating building. A major earthquake is 
expected to cause incredible damage to the 
building with the possibility of many 
deaths and injuries. The building lacks ad¬ 
equate fire alarms and sprinkler systems; it 
does not meet current health, safety, and 
building codes. We must maintain this his¬ 
toric building. 

The War Memorial Commission is one 
of the few major city commissions that 
works, and it works well. Commissioners 
have already set aside $12 million to help 
lessen the costs to property tax payers. And 
with the additional expanded revenue-gen¬ 


erating facilities already planned, these pro¬ 
jects will allow the building to help shoul¬ 
der some of the burden of its own seismic 
retrofit costs. 

Veterans’ interests are being 
discussed in ongoing meet¬ 
ings with those groups that 
use the building’s facilities. A 
most vital component of the 
building’s role has been and 
will continue to be to honor veter¬ 
ans through inclusive planning and 
the provision for reorga¬ 
nized and upgraded facili¬ 
ties to better meet their 
functional needs. There are 
even plans for a flexible and 
affordable new. civic center perfor¬ 
mance venue for smaller arts and edu¬ 


cational programs. 

This bond issue is a win-win proposi¬ 
tion for many groups in the diverse com¬ 
munities that comprise the citizens of San 
Francisco. 

The Bay Area Reporter is proud to

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Condoms aren’t enough

U feel that perhaps I’m a little hypersen- 
/; sitive lately. As a recent seroconvert my- 
jR self, 30 years old, and working for a 
local AIDS service organization, I can’t tell 
you how disappointed I feel sometimes by 
the ideology surrounding the use of con¬ 
doms among gay and bisexual men and the 
overwhelming stigma still faced by our 
community. No matter how often I 
read the quote by Dr. Tom Coates in 
last week’s B.A.R.: “If you are going 
to bottom, make sure a top uses a 
condom. If you’re a top, make sure 
you use a condom. If we could do 
that we could probably eliminate 
90 percent of the new in¬ 
fections in San Francisco,” 

I can’t escape the over¬ 
simplified tone of it. I 
mean, it’s true in theory, 
but my answer? Do you want a shake with 
that solution? 

On the inside I see the embracing of this 
same mentality in the GLBT community, too 
often not as an issue of health but more like 
“Oh, please stop infecting people - they’re 
going to think we’re bad!” Makes me wonder 
sometimes whether we’re fighting the Christ¬ 
ian Coalition or we’re just fighting to be al¬ 
lowed membership to the Christian Coalition. 

In the other corner, still standing after a 
series of punches by those pesky federal- 
types (by the way, in case you haven’t heard, 
the CDC wants you to know: AIDS is a dis¬ 
ease that is usually caused by sex or drug 
use. OK, got that?), is the Stop AIDS Project 
which has incorporated a very thoughtful 
and beautifully developed program that dis¬ 
cusses issues of actual importance to those 


men most at risk. Radical? Yes! Graphically 
sexual? Yes! Pornographic? I hope so! A lit¬ 
tle too much for Jerry Falwell - isn’t that just 
a bonus? Ineffective? Absolutely not. 

Let’s face it. If AIDS had spread among 
straight men, you could have expected either 
of these two scenarios. One: There would have 
been a cure approximately four seconds after 
the first case. Two: We’d all be dead right now 
and it would be tragic, but understandable. 
No one would have said, “If you’re a bottom, 
make sure a top uses a condom. If you’re a top, 
use a condom.” I have a feeling a greater im¬ 
portance would have been placed on 
the sexual health of straight men. 
Certainly a more rounded ap¬ 
proach would have been consid¬ 
ered and not scrutinized to death. 
I have a thought: Let’s 
treat HIV for what it is, a 
health issue within our 
community. It’s a sexual 
health issue that prohibits 
us from making the most of our sexual 
health. If you want to be mad about some¬ 
thing, be mad that there isn’t a cure. Be mad 
that the government wants to prevent any 
well-rounded approach to HIV prevention 
because it might actually promote something 
radical (to them). If you want a course of ac¬ 
tion, give money to the Stop AIDS Project so 
they will have to rely less heavily on the re¬ 
strictions placed on them by those incredibly 
anal federal-types who lack a sense of humor 
and any concept as to what is needed by our 
people. Know that HIV is preventable, but 
new approaches need to be introduced. 

And most importantly, recognize that 
people are just people regardless of the con¬ 
text of their situations. You are not neces¬ 
sarily a bad or thoughtless person because 
you’ve made the decision not to use a con¬ 


dom. In fact, I believe it was a difficult deci¬ 
sion to make that required a lot of personal 
reflection, and thought on my part at one 
point. It also requires a lot of communica¬ 
tion with your partner and it often opens up 
all of those stigmas. 

Sex is important to our community, in 
general. It is to me certainly and that will 
never change for me. I think our sexual re¬ 
lationships/acts are included among the 
many qualities that make the GLBT com¬ 
munity so wonderful. Given that, I don’t 
think it is too much to expect better from 
those in control of funding. I think we can 
say, “Yes, condoms for everyone!” but we 
also need to realize that condoms aren’t 
enough. We have to begin developing an 
honest dialogue that puts HIV prevention 
into the very places with the most need and 
represents every strategy (even abstinence - 
sure, it’s a four-letter word to me, but I bet 
it works for someone). 

If I could look into the future, I have a 
feeling the Stop AIDS Project will be a leader 
in developing an effective strategy for pre¬ 
venting HIV among gay men. I see their work 
now almost like it’s in its infancy but if prop¬ 
erly embraced as a cause by the GLBT com¬ 
munity, I think it could potentially spawn a 
new wave of attitude about how to stop this 
disease and a new and much-needed energy 
among queers. I only hope that they receive 
the community support they are going to 
need to overcome the many hurdles they will 
face before any of that becomes a reality. ▼

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Some numbers on HIV infection 

Regarding the “Condom conundrum” article in the 
August 15 issue: The definition of insanity is “doing 
the same thing over and over again, and expecting dif¬ 
ferent results.” Four million condoms later, the rate of 
STD and HIV infection remains at a disturbingly high 
level (even rising relative to recent levels). Why? 

The answer is simple, and even admitted (although 
indirectly) by prevention experts: simply advocating 
the use of condoms is not enough. The facts are thus: 
condoms break, they are not used properly, people ex¬ 
ercise poor judgment, or are impaired by drugs or al¬ 
cohol. These failures of the “condom code” occur 
often enough, in combination with the prevalence of 
HIV in the gay male population, to assure a continu¬ 
ance of the epidemic. As the article cites, gay men 
know that they should use condoms. Gay man use 
condoms at extraordinarily high rates. 

The math is simple: the number sexual partners a 
year multiplied by the percentage failure rate of ad¬ 
herence to “condom code,” multiplied by the HIV 
prevalence rate among target population, multiplied 
by the percentage of time HIV is transmitted as the 
result of an unsafe contact, multiplied by the number 
of years sexually active, equals the percentage of sex¬ 
ually active population that will ultimately be infect¬ 
ed. 

Let’s take a slightly adventurous gay male. Say he 
starts having sex at about 15. Has an average of about 
20 partners a year into his late 40s. Say that out of the 
20 partners he has sex with on average, per 
year, the condom code is violated in some 
way with just one of them. Say the gener¬ 
al rate of HIV infection among his peers 
is about 10 percent. Say that the chance 
of getting HIV is about one in 20 from any 
one of the HIV-positive folk among 
those unsafe contacts. What does all 
that add up to in terms of how likely 
that gay male is to be HIV positive by 
age 50? An estimated 17.5 percent or be¬ 
tween 1 in 5 and 1 in 6 men will be HIV-positive: 20 
x 1/20 = 0.05 (5%) x 0.10 (10%) x 1/20 = 0.05 (5%) x 
35 (50 - 15) = 0.175 or 17.5% by age 50. 

Gabriel Rotello’s book, Sexual Ecology, documents 
this in great detail. The key to stopping AIDS is not 
trying to achieve an inhuman level of adherence to 
the safe use of condoms, but in achieving a significant 
reduction in the number of partners per year on the 
part of the average gay male. HIV education needs to 
speak to this issue as strongly as it speaks to the use of 
condoms. Only When both messages are communi¬ 
cated/can we expect to see a decrease in the rate of 
people becoming HIV-positive in our community.

HOPE will prevent evictions 

Once again, the usual suspects are protesting 
against a program that will help some residents of San 
Francisco move from tenant to home owner of the 
unit they currently reside in through Home Owner¬ 
ship Program for Everyone. HOPE was placed on the 
November ballot through a signature campaign, by 
the voters of San Francisco, who desire to own their 
homes without having to move out of the city. 

HOPE is a voluntary program between tenants 
and the building owner. The tenants that can afford 
and wish to buy the units they currently live in will be 
able to do so. The tenants in the building who do not 
wish to buy will receive lifetime leases. The tenant ac¬ 
tivists (who fight hard to make sure people remain 
tenants) say the lifetime leases are no good and will 
not work. But the tenant activists had no problem 
with the same lifetime leases in the McTic legislation. 
Wonder why? 

Tenant activists say HOPE will deplete “affordable” 
rent controlled apartments, but if you think about it, 
when an apartment is placed on the rental market 
after 20 years of being rented it is going to go for mar¬ 
ket rate which is unaffordable to many in San Fran¬ 
cisco. It is time to start thinking about the future of 
San Francisco. The folks who are able to purchase 
their apartments through HOPE will not have to 
worry about facing an eviction 20 or 30 years from 
now when they reach their retirement years. The folks 
that opt not to purchase in a HOPE building will have 
extra lifetime lease protections. If anyone is going to 
be living in a unit for 20 or 30 years, they should have 
the option of owning it. 

If the tenant activists are really trying to help peo¬ 
ple from eviction, they should look into ways to help 
people become owners, because ownership is the best 
possible form of eviction prevention. They should 
also take a serious look into the abuses of rent con¬ 
trol that are happening throughout the city. They 
should try and figure out why there are 10,000 to 
20,000 existing apartments being held off the rental 
market and try to find solutions to get those units 
back on the market for rental or for sale. Solutions 
that are acceptable to both tenants and landlords.

However, as an almost daily visitor to the Castro 
area (ground zero for the gay liberation movement), 
I’ve grown to acknowledge and respect the people 
from all over the world who come to this place - so fa¬ 
miliar to some of us - with the reverence usually re¬ 
served for pilgrims to Mecca. They practically fall to 
their knees in front of the big rainbow flag at Castro 
and Market streets. I was surprised to discover that 
people from our own country (Houston, unfortu¬ 
nately, my home town) overlook this more seamy side 
of the parade and instead feel uplifted and inspired. 
The gay Pride Parade may no longer be for Carpenter 
and me, but it still hits the spot for these people. Let’s 
not forget Harvey Milk’s refrain, “You gotta give ’em 
hope!”

“Yeah,” replied Harvey, “but you can’t live without it.”

Ha! Before President George 
W. Bush made his stealth visit to 
California last week to raise $2.5 
million for embattled GOP guber¬ 
natorial candidate Bill 
Simon, the president 
spent the previous 
night in Portland, 
Oregon, bunking 
down at the Portland 
Hilton, along with 
more than 1,000 gay 
softball players who 
were in town 
for the Gay 
Softball World 
Series in Ore¬ 
gon’s Rose City (and nobody told 
the White House advance team?). 

A gay police chief in the South¬ 
land? Monday’s San Francisco 
Chronicle had a lengthy story on 
Los Angeles Police Department 
Deputy Chief David Kalish, who 
appears to have a shot at becom¬ 
ing the next chief of the LAPD. 
Kalish, 49, is in a long-term rela¬ 
tionship with a Thai man and has 
a 3-year-old son, born to a lesbian 
friend through artificial insemina¬ 
tion. According to the Chronicle, 
Kalish’s sexual orientation is a 
non-issue in the city’s search for a 
new top cop. “David Kalish being 
where he is is living proof that the 
LAPD is ready for a gay chief,” 
L.A. City Council member Jack 
Weiss told the paper. 

In Sacramento, some of state 
Senate President Pro Tern John 
Burton’s (D-San Francisco) own 
supporters privately wish that 
Burton would remember that de¬ 
spite the fact he is often called “the 
second most powerful person in 
Sacramento,” it is Gray Davis who 
actually is the governor. 

In Little Rock, Arkansas, the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
asked a judge last week to over¬ 
turn a state ban on gays serving as 
foster parents. The group says the 
ban was based on stereotypes and 
prejudices and doesn’t help chil¬ 
dren who need loving homes; a 
state attorney replied that the ban 
was “carefully considered” before 
its adoption. 

From Washington comes 
word that the American Red 
Cross has adopted a nationwide 
policy that defines family in a 
“broad and inclusive” way to in¬ 
clude gay and lesbian domestic 
partners. After receiving reports 
that the same-sex partners of 
victims of the September 11 at¬ 
tacks were having trouble gain¬ 
ing assistance, the charity issued 
16 criteria for determining a fi¬ 
nancially interdependent couple, 
trained volunteers to interview 
same-sex couples, and appointed 
an ombudsman to oversee their 
cases.

What was the 
Bloomsbury group?

August 1912 (90 years ago this 
month): Virginia Stephen marries 
fellow writer and Bloomsbury 
member Leonard Woolf. 


|% oon after their father’s 
death in 1904, Vanessa 
Stephen, a painter, and her 
sister, Virginia, an aspiring novel¬ 
ist, began to host regular 
meetings for other wealthy 
young intellectuals at 
their London home. 

Known simply as 
Bloomsbury (the neigh¬ 
borhood in which the sisters 
lived), the salon became a 
haven for artists and 
writers - including 
many gays and bi¬ 
sexuals - who want¬ 
ed to break free from the artistic 
and sexual restrictions of the era. 

Bloomsbury’s first members 
were the Cambridge University 
friends that Thoby Stephen 
brought to his sisters’ home for 
dinner - historian Lytton Stra- 
chey, economist John Maynard 
Keynes, and writers Clive Bell and 
Leonard Woolf. The guests in turn 
invited others to the group, in¬ 
cluding artist Duncan Grant, who 
had been sexually involved with 
both Strachey and Keynes. With¬ 
in Bloomsbury, these gay men 
found support for their sexual 
orientation at a time when the im¬ 
prisonment of playwright Oscar 
Wilde in 1895 for sodomy was still 
a very fresh memory. 

The Bloomsbury group has 
gone down in history for the many 
contributions its members made 
to literature, art, and the social sci¬ 


ences. The group’s intellectual core 
was Virginia Stephen, who became 
Virginia Woolf when she married 
in 1912. Today she is recognized as 
one of the great modernist novel¬ 
ists. She and her husband, 
Leonard, founded Hogarth Press, 
a publishing house that brought 
some of the most significant liter¬ 
ature of the era into print when no 
one else would, including T.S. 
Eliot’s The Wasteland. In other 
fields, Keynes became one of the 
preeminent economists of his 
day, while Strachey achieved 
renown as a biographer. 

But the romantic record 
of the group’s members is 
also noteworthy, because 
they demonstrated a sexual 
freedom and fluidity that 
was remarkably ahead 
of their time. Begin¬ 
ning in 1925, Virginia 
Woolf had a passion¬ 
ate affair with the dashing Vita 
Sackville-West. In the first flush of 
romance, Woolf wrote what has 
become a classic of queer fiction, 
the experimental fantasy Orlando 
(1927), which argued that love 
and passion ignore gender, and 
that gender itself is fluid. 

Others in the Bloomsbury 
group exhibited similar ambisex¬ 
ual tendencies. Although Vanessa 
Stephen married Clive Bell, the 
great love of her life was Duncan 
Grant, who was primarily gay and 
had been sexually involved with 
her brother Adrian. During World 
War I, they lived together at a 
country estate with David 
“Bunny” Garnett, who was lovers 
with both. 

Triangular relationships with a 
queer twist were common within 
the Bloomsbury circle. Strachey 
was gay, but in the early days of 


Bloomsbury, he proposed mar¬ 
riage to Virginia Stephen. In the 
1920s, he lived in platonic bliss 
with surrealist painter Dora Car¬ 
rington. When they both fell in 
love with the same man, Carring¬ 
ton married the object of their 
mutual desire, and the three set up 
housekeeping together. The cross¬ 
dressing Carrington had affairs 
with women, confiding to a friend 
that she had “more ecstasy” with 
female lovers than with men - 
“and no shame.” 

In the early years of Blooms¬ 
bury, Keynes was also exclusively 
gay. But in 1923 he shocked the 
group by marrying Russian balle¬ 
rina Lydia Lopokova. The happy 
marriage seems to have made an 
ex-gay out of Keynes - according 
to one intimate, he never again 
pursued men sexually. 

By most accounts, Bloomsbury 
lost its soul and its force when Vir¬ 
ginia Woolf - who was plagued by 
mental illness throughout her life - 
drowned herself in 1941. Some 
members met sporadically until the 
1950s, but without the same zeal. 
Today, their haunts and homes in 
the Bloomsbury district are part of 
the University of London. ▼

the ability to connect with people 
from all walks of life,” Rivaldo said. 

Mayor Willie Brown noted that 
most people, if they knew Barnes 
for “more than two or three days” 
had mixed views about him, and 
even Brown became angry with 
Barnes on occasion. 

“Robert Barnes was the ulti¬ 
mate executioner. He was ab¬ 
solutely devoted to public service 
and to say he’s going to be missed 
is an understatement,” Brown said. 

Several of Barnes’s longtime 
friends spoke at the service, includ¬ 
ing Alice B. Toklas LGBT Democ¬ 
ratic Club member Carole Cullum, 
Bears of San Francisco President 
Mark Katzenberger, and Meagan 
Levitan. Levitan recalled how 
Barnes had introduced her to her 


future husband, Dale Carlson. Sev¬ 
eral spoke of how devoted Barnes 
was to his partner, Carlos Molina. 

Deputy City Attorney Matthew 
Rothschild, who was Barnes’s best 
friend, also gave an emotional 
talk, and said that while the two 
were friends during victories, they 
were “best friends during defeats.” 
Rothschild lost a 1996 bid for su¬ 
perior court judge; Barnes took 
him to Disneyland. 

“We loved each other uncondi¬ 
tionally,” Rothschild added. 

Barnes’s three business part¬ 
ners also spoke. Mark Mosher, 
John Whitehurst, and Sam Lauter 
said that the firm, Barnes Mosher 
Whitehurst Lauter and Partners, 
would continue serving clients. 

“Everywhere I go, I see Robert’s 
footprints,” Whitehurst said, 
adding that in addition to politi¬ 
cians, Barnes also worked on cam¬ 
paigns for many San Francisco 


bond measures. “We will celebrate 
his message and we will continue 
to work with the community he 
cared about.” 

City Attorney Dennis Herrera 
and Supervisor Mark Leno were 
two of Barnes’s most recent 
clients. Herrera won an upset vic¬ 
tory last year, and Leno won the 
Democratic nomination for the 
13th Assembly District in March. 

Of all the speakers, it was Her¬ 
rera who got off the best line of 
the evening when he recalled a 
hospital visit to Barnes. 

“On gay Pride Day he gave us 
all a scare. He was lying in the hos¬ 
pital near death and Matthew 
[Rothschild] summoned a 
Catholic priest to administer last 
rites,” Herrera said. “Robert said, 
‘Thank you, but sex is the last 
thing on my mind right now.’ 

“It was vintage Robert,” Her¬ 
rera added. Y

da Legal, who with Peter Obstler at 
O’Melveny 8c Myers, filed suit on 
Henkle’s behalf. 

Reached Wednesday afternoon, 
Washoe County School District 
spokesman Steve Mulvenon told 
the Bay Area Reporter that the dis¬ 
trict is ready to move on. He said 
that on Tuesday night the school 
board approved new policies to es¬ 
tablish training for staff and stu¬ 
dents. The district did not admit 
wrongdoing in the settlement. 


“We did not enter into this set¬ 
tlement begrudgingly,” Mulvenon 
said. “We firmly believe that the 
administrators at the high schools 
acted responsibly.” 

He said that there’s “a wide 
gulf” between what Henkle said 
happened and what administra¬ 
tors maintain took place, but he 
added that the case never went to 
trial. Additionally, no depositions 
were taken in the case. 

The district, Mulvenon said, is 
trying to focus on implementing the 
new policies “as rapidly as we can.” 

“Any student who walks onto 
our campus, whether they’re gay 


or straight, black or white, Muslim 
or whatever, deserve the right to 
be treated with dignity and re¬ 
spect, free of harassment.” 

According attorney Obstler, 83 
percent of gay high school stu¬ 
dents are verbally abused and 42 
percent are beaten. 

Lambda’s Jon Davidson said 
that the settlement is “the farthest 
reaching settlement against a 
school and the largest settlement 
in history in a case of this kind.” 

Henkle now lives in San Francis¬ 
co, and plans to enter American 
University in Washington, D.C. next 
year.

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The gay generation gap

n one of her stand-up rou¬ 
tines, lesbian comedian Kate 

Clinton used to joke about 
getting closer to the age when 
she’d no linger be marching in 
the gay Pride Parade but riding on 
the bus reserved for gay seniors. 
The closer I get to riding that bus 
myself, the more I am philosoph¬ 
ical about age and interested in 
the topic of ageism among les¬ 
bians and gay men. We generally 
think of ageism as a sin that 
younger people commit against 
an older generation, by excluding 
seniors from decision-making 
roles or discounting the opinions 
of people over 60. But, in fact, 
ageism operates across a wide 
spectrum. 

I’ll admit, for example, that I 
have occasionally been guilty of 
haughtily assuming that anyone 
under 25 has nothing to offer in¬ 
tellectually or that queer youth 
have it easier just because they’re 
growing up in the age of Will & 
Grace. At the same time, I have 
found myself trivialized by some 
lesbian and gay seniors who have 
made pronouncements like, 
“You’re too young to know 
anything about this, of 
course, but in my day ... ,: 
These attitudes stem from a 
lack of connection among 
the generations of lesbians 
and gay men and are, I 
think, profoundly 
self-defeating. 

Granted, the 
country as a 
whole is seg¬ 
regated by _ 

age, so the les¬ 
bian and gay community is just 
mirroring the larger society. The 
fact is, people have different likes 
and dislikes at various stages of 
their lives, which makes intergen- 
erational socializing and sharing a 
challenge. I haven’t been to a les¬ 
bian bar in about 10 years, al¬ 
though I gave them a fair amount 
of business when I was in my 20s. 
“When I go to gay bars,” one gay 
man in his mid-60s admitted to 
me, “I feel more than a generation 
or two removed.” 

While it may be difficult to 
navigate intergenerational friend¬ 
ships, it would be emotionally and 
politically beneficial for us to 
make the effort. Nancy 
Spannbauer, co-founder with her 
life partner, Ellen Ensig-Brodsky, 
of a New York-based senior sup¬ 
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Lesbian Notions 


port group called Pride Senior 
Network, worked professionally in 
nursing homes for more than 20 
years before retiring. “The people 
who are the happiest and are most 
enjoying their later years,” she 
noted, “are the ones who have 
friends who are younger as well as 
friends their own age.” 

In addition, the lesbian and 
gay movement has much to 
gain politically when differ¬ 
ent generations are in dia¬ 
logue with one another and 
not off in their own age-spe¬ 
cific groups. Each generation 
- the pre-Stonewall folks, 
the baby boomers, and 
the under-30 crowd - has 
something unique to offer 

_^ the rest of the 

community, 

_ which they’ve 

learned from 
their own particular era. At this 
year’s Pride march in New York, 
one apt sign carried by gay seniors 
really summed this up - “Cele¬ 
brate experience.” 

Lesbian and gay seniors can be 
role models to younger genera¬ 
tions, especially in the area of rela¬ 
tionships. Many same-sex couples 
have been together 10, 20, or 30 
years, either in monogamous rela¬ 
tionships or in open, mutually 
agreeable ones. But these older, 
long-term couples often aren’t vis¬ 
ible in the community, and the 
stereotype of lesbian and gay se¬ 
niors as alone and lonely persists. 
“Younger lesbians and gay men 
think we fade away after 35,” Ensig- 
Brodsky told me. “They need to 
know you can have a very produc¬ 
tive life and close relationships.” 


It isn’t only senior lesbians and 
gay men, though, who have some¬ 
thing to offer from their life expe¬ 
riences. Assuming that mentors 
and role models have to be of a 
certain age is itself a form of 
ageism. Ensig-Brodsky has sug¬ 
gested that queer youth be sought 
out to teach seniors concrete tech¬ 
nical skills. “We need young peo¬ 
ple to teach us computers,” she 
stated. In fact, many lesbians and 
gay men under 35 are computer 
and Web whizzes, with skills envi¬ 
able to a generation that grew up 
using manual typewriters and car¬ 
bon paper. 

Also, queer teens are often on 
the cutting edge of lesbian and gay 
organizing and can teach the rest 
of us about the challenges of com¬ 
ing out in hostile environments, 
such as some families and schools. 
I’m always moved by the stories of 
gay teenagers who take their 
same-sex partners to their high 
school proms - not just in San 
Francisco, but also in less tradi¬ 
tionally queer-friendly places like 
Iowa and Indiana. They’re map¬ 
ping out new territory that people 
my age and older could only 
dream about when we were teens. 

And what about my genera¬ 
tion? We taught ourselves com¬ 
munity organizing and fundrais¬ 
ing and built national and local 
lesbian and gay organizations into 
a powerful movement with polit¬ 
ical clout. As we get further into 
middle age, we can turn our at¬ 
tention to defying ageism within 
the community by creating ways 
to share what we know and learn 
from the experiences of other 
generations. ▼

in damages. 

“What Himmelberg’s actions 
and the school board’s actions did 
was to intimidate people from ad¬ 


dressing the horrible treatment 
gay, lesbian, and bisexual students 
get,” Debro told the media the day 
he filed the lawsuit three years ago. 

Some had also speculated that 
because other teachers were 
known to have controversial dis¬ 
cussions without being disci¬ 


plined, targeting Debro was in 
part racially motivated. 

Debro, who had served as the 
school’s gay-straight alliance ad¬ 
viser, received GLSEN’s 1998 
Pathfinder Award for his efforts to

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CarShare program has growing pains

A s demand for its program 
continues to grow within 
the Castro and Noe Valley 
areas, City CarShare is scrambling 
to find adequate space to park ad¬ 
ditional vehicles within the 
boundaries of supervisorial Dis¬ 
trict 8. 

Already occupying two spaces 
in the parking lot behind the 
Walgreens on Castro Street, City 
CarShare this month expanded 
its number of spaces from five to 
seven at California Pacific Med¬ 
ical Center’s Davies Campus on 
the corner of 14th and Noe 
streets. 

It also announced it has a one- 
year agreement to park its cars at 
the Glen Park BART station where 
members can now access two of 
its vehicles. 

The program has also ap¬ 
proached Safeway to add a pod of 
its cars at the grocery chain’s Mar¬ 


ket Street location, requested Cala 
Market to allow it to utilize that 
chain’s 18th Street store’s parking 
garage, and is negotiating with 
Walgreens to park its vehicles in 
the parking lot adjacent to its Noe 
Valley store. 

The program is focusing its ef¬ 
forts within the city’s gay district 
because, “We have so many of our 
members who live in the Castro,” 
said Annie Bourdon, CarShare’s 
outreach manager. “It is amazing 
how many of our members work 
in the Castro.” 

Within the city’s 94114 ZIP 
code, which covers most of the 
Castro and Noe Valley, City Car- 
Share counts 275 members, more 
than double the number of mem¬ 
bers who live in the city’s 94133 
ZIP code, which covers North 
Beach. 

Bourdon attributes the pro¬ 
gram’s favor among Castro resi¬ 
dents to its convenience and to the 
type of cars it uses - Volkswagens. 

“A lot of people like the green 
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Beetles. We have had a lot of 
members say they have joined be¬ 
cause of the cars,” she said. 

Plus the program’s philosophy 
is geared to the social sensibilities 
of many queer residents, she 
added. 

“This is progressive and it’s 
trying to make life more carefree 
by not having the hassle of a car,” 
she said. “Living in the Castro is so 
packed. Even if you are trying to 
return the car over at 18th and 
Castro it can be a problem.” 

Expanding the program’s park¬ 
ing spaces within the Castro has 
not been easy. Parking remains a 
permanent problem in the area, 
and merchants and neighbors are 
loathe to lose even one space. 

“In terms of other locations in 
the Castro, we continue to have 
some issues with” the parking lot 
behind Walgreens, said Bourdon. 
“There is not a lot of animosity 
but people continue to park in our 
spaces in that lot there.” 

One idea the program is will¬ 
ing to pursue is parking its cars in 
residents’ driveways or spare park¬ 
ing spaces on their properties. 
While it has yet to work out such 
a deal, Bourdon said the program 
is willing to entertain such a pro¬ 
posal. 

“If you are a homeowner and 
you want to give up your car or 
have an extra parking space such 
as where you can pull up to the 
garage without being inside, then 
we would do a swap with Car- 
Share membership with a parking 
space,” she explained. “Whatever 
works with the neighborhood will 
work for us. We want to do that in 
the Castro.” 

In working with BART board, 
member Tom Radulovich, the 
program has gained an ally in the 
district. Radulovich, an openly gay 


candidate for the District 8 super¬ 
visor seat, said CarShare is a ben¬ 
efit to both merchants and resi¬ 
dents of the district.

“CarShare members get rid of 
a car. It means fewer cars parked 
in the neighborhood and folks are 
encouraged to take public transit,” 
said Radulovich. “The cars don’t 
get parked in neighborhoods so 
there is a real net gain for parking 
spaces in the city.” 

He said merchants could also 
benefit from having CarShare ve¬ 
hicles near their stores thereby re¬ 
ducing the need for them to drive 
their own vehicles to work and 
freeing up parking for their cus¬ 
tomers. 

“A lot of cars parked in neigh¬ 
borhood commercial districts 
are cars parked by merchants 
who need them to run errands. 
By becoming CarShare members, 
merchants are sharing the same 


pool of cars instead of each of 
them parking cars,” said 
Radulovich. 

Eileen Hansen, who is also 
running for the District 8 super¬ 
visor seat, is also a supporter of 
the CarShare program and said 
she welcomes seeing more of the 
green Beetles in the disfrict. 

“I want to do everything I can 
to convince people not to have 
their own cars in the city,” she 
said. “A greater good is served by 
doing that, although not everyone 
is going to be happy in losing their 
parking space.” 

While he hasn’t seen the pro¬ 
gram’s plans for new spaces, Dis¬ 
trict 8 supervisor candidate Bevan 
Dufty, who ran Mayor Willie 
Brown’s Office of Neighborhood 
Services, said there is always a 
trade-off involved anytime park¬ 
ing is removed. 

“If you can promote car shar¬ 
ing it is a great thing,” he said. “But 
merchants depend upon foot traf¬ 
fic and shoppers that come by ve¬ 
hicle.” 

For that reason, Castro mer¬ 
chants remain wary of the Car- 
Share program taking away any 
more spaces in city-owned park¬ 
ing lots in the shopping district. 

“Parking is an issue period. 
Frankly, those spots [behind Wal¬ 
greens] currently either house 
their cars or they are empty. So it is 
not like they bring somebody into 
the neighborhood. The cars go out 
of the neighborhood,” said Patrick 
Batt, president of the Merchants of 
Upper Market and Castro. 

The program is willing to work 
with merchants and residents to 
address their concerns, said Bour- 
don. 

“We would like to see some al¬ 
ternative so it isn’t perceived that we 
are taking spaces away,” she said. T 


ADAP payments OK’d

A s other groups, such as 
child care providers and 
disabled residents, fret that 
their state funding will dry up 
come September due to the Leg¬ 
islature’s inability to pass a bud¬ 
get, people living with HIV and 
AIDS need not fear their medica¬ 
tions paid for by the government 
will run out. 

State Controller Kathleen 
Connell ruled this week that Cal¬ 
ifornia’s AIDS Drug Assistance 
Program will be able to continue 
expending funds after September 
1, despite the fact that the state 
has been without a budget since 
July 1. 

Fearing that the current budget 
impasse in the state Assembly 
would result in a disruption in 
ADAP, the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation began lobbying Con¬ 
nell earlier this month to consider 
writing checks for the program 
after September 1. To help make 
its case, the foundation asked As¬ 
semblywoman Carole Migden (D- 
San Francisco) to also call Connell 
and request her to continue to 
fund ADAP. 

“It was absolutely essential that 
ADAP continue to meet the health 
needs of Californians living with 
HIV and AIDS,” said Dana Van 
Gorder, SFAF’s director of state 
and local affairs. “It took them 
some time to make a decision but 
they needed to make sure they 
were on solid footing.” 


ADAP was established in Oc¬ 
tober 1987 to provide drugs to 
individuals who otherwise could 
not afford them. The drugs pro¬ 
vided by ADAP have been deter¬ 
mined to prolong quality of life 
and to delay the deterioration of 
health among individuals infect¬ 
ed with HIV. 

During the 2001-2002 fiscal 
year, California’s ADAP program 
totaled $162.1 million, with $59.9 
million in state funds and $162.1 
million from federal Ryan White 
CARE Act funds. A state law per¬ 
mits the program to continue to 
expend funds only until Septem¬ 
ber 1 in any year wheathe Legis¬ 
lature and governor have failed to 
agree to a budget by July 1. How¬ 
ever, Connell decided that be¬ 
cause the program, which pro¬ 
vides HIV medications to some 
14,000 low-income Californians 
each month, is also a federal pro¬ 
gram, it may continue to expend 
funds in the absence of a state 
budget. 

The potential funding problem 
remained unknown to many peo¬ 
ple who benefit from ADAP, said 
Van Gorder. But when the Assem¬ 
bly remained at an impasse over 
the budget in early August, the 
foundation began to worry that 
ADAP would be caught in the 
cross-hairs of Republican and De¬ 
mocratic lawmakers unwilling to 
compromise on the budget during 
an election year. 

“We didn’t hear a lot of con¬ 
cern. People were not necessarily 
aware this problem did exist,” said 


Van Gorder. “We started worrying 
about the whole matter on August 
1. It was clear there wasn’t a bud¬ 
get and there could be a problem.” 

If Connell did not agree to 
fund ADAP after September 1, 
Van Gorder said the foundation 
was fearful pharmacies would 
not fill patients’ prescriptions, 
reasoning that the state would 
not pay the bills. In San Francis¬ 
co, approximately 3,100 people 
access the ADAP program each 
month, according to the pro¬ 
gram’s coordinator, Herman 
Levias. 

“We were not close to having a 
serious problem but we just want¬ 
ed to make sure there wasn’t going 
to be one at all,” said Van Gorder. 

As state lawmakers look to 
find a compromise to end the 
budget deadlock, Van Gorder 
said there is no indication that 
additional funding for the ADAP 
program will be scraped. Gover¬ 
nor Davis agreed with 
HIV/AIDS advocates to place 
$22.4 million in his proposed 
state budget for the 2002-2003 
fiscal year to assure that ADAP 
can continue to meet growing 
enrollment for the program and 
the increased cost of HIV med¬ 
ications. 

“There doesn’t seem to be 
any problems with that. Every¬ 
thing else seems to be under 
control,” said Van Gorder, who 
was in Sacramento this week 
lobbying legislators before the 
end of the legislative session this 
month. T 
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Legislature takes action on LGBT bills

he California Legislature 
has passed three gay rights 
bills in the frenetic last 
week of the legislative session and 
sent them to Governor Gray 
Davis, while Republicans and con¬ 
servative Democrats in the As¬ 
sembly have potentially stalled 
two other major ones. 

The legislative session is wrap¬ 
ping up with hundreds of bills 
pending and is scheduled to end 
on Saturday, August 31. Any bills 
not passed by then will automati¬ 
cally die, and the Assembly has yet 
to pass a state budget. 

Two of the three bills passed by 
the Legislature allow some mar¬ 
riage-like rights for domestic part¬ 
ners. The third prohibits discrim¬ 
ination in foster care. 

The first stalled bill is a 
statewide equal benefits ordi¬ 
nance, similar to San Francisco’s 
landmark law. The second stalled 
bill is a constitutional amendment 
that would extend the benefits of 
Proposition 13 to surviving do¬ 
mestic partners or other joint ten¬ 
ants in a property. 

Two of the bills that made it 
through the Legislature provide 
expanded rights for the 13,000 
registered domestic partners in 
California if one partner dies. 

AB2216, authored by Assem¬ 
blyman Fred Keeley (D-Boulder 
Creek) and sponsored by the Cal¬ 
ifornia Alliance for Pride and 
Equality, an LGBT lobbying orga¬ 
nization, would give domestic 
partners the same inheritance

rights as spouses if one partner 
dies without a will. 

At the hearings on the bill, 
CAPE offered many anecdotes of a 
surviving partner being disinherit¬ 
ed. One was the case of Jeffrey Coil- 
man, a flight attendant on Ameri¬ 
can Airlines Flight 11 that crashed 
into the World Trade Center on 
September 11. Collman, a resident 
of Novato, and his domestic part¬ 
ner, Keith Bradkowski, had lived to¬ 
gether for 11 years, but because 
Collman left no will, his entire es¬ 
tate will go to his parents. American 
Airlines also refused to allow Brad¬ 
kowski to collect death benefits 
normally provided to heirs, even 
though he was named as Collman’s 
beneficiary for other purposes. 

AB2777, by Assemblyman Joe 
Nation (D-San Rafael), will allow 
the Marin, Santa Barbara, and Los 
Angeles County boards of supervi¬ 
sors to provide domestic partners 


of deceased county employees with 
the same death benefits as spouses. 

A 1937 state law governs the op¬ 
eration of 20 county retirement 
systems that require state approval 
to change the way they work. If 
Davis signs AB2777, the three 
counties will join San Francisco 
and San Mateo as the only counties 
in the state offering these benefits. 

The third bill passed, AB2651, 
by Assemblywoman Judy Chu (D- 
Monterey Park) and also spon¬ 
sored by CAPE, would prohibit 
discrimination in foster care. 

The bill requires sensitivity to 
sexual orientation, gender identi¬ 
ty and, according to the language 
of the bill, “the challenges faced by' 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, or transgen¬ 
der youth, or youth with gender 
issues.” 

AB2651 became a focal point 
for debate about the validity of 
gay and lesbian lifestyles, with op¬ 
ponents, like Assemblyman Den¬ 
nis Mountjoy (R-Monrovia) say¬ 
ing, “All this does is tell kids that 
it’s okay to be gay. Well, it’s not 
okay to be gay.” 

Transgender groups have been 
particularly strong supporters of 
the measure because of the diffi¬ 
culties that youth with gender 
identity questions have in the fos¬ 
ter care system. 

Vanessa Edwards Foster, board 
chair of the Houston-based Na¬ 
tional Transgender Advocacy 
Coalition, said, “If you have a 
child who has gender issues, a lot 
of times the foster parents will try 
and conform them into societal 
gender stereotypes. This is pretty 
much true for any parent, but for 


foster parents, there’s often less 
concern for a child’s feelings. 

“But when they have a child 
that has gender differences or sex¬ 
ual orientation differences, they 
don’t know how to handle it. They 
usually won’t try and seek out any 
information.” 

Stalled bills 

As of press time, two major 
LGBT bills were in trouble. 

AB1080, the state’s equal ben¬ 
efits ordinance, by Assembly¬ 
woman Christine Kehoe (D-San 
Diego), would require all state 
contractors to offer the same ben¬ 
efits to domestic partners as they 
do to spouses. 

It was introduced late, in June, 
and the Senate passed it, 21 -11, on 
Tuesday, August 27. It then head¬ 
ed to the Assembly for concur¬ 
rence. But the bill’s supporters are 
worried that it might get lost in the 
shuffle as the session winds up.

“The only concern that I see in 
the Assembly is that there are only 
four days left to get bills through,” 
said Geoff Kors, CAPE’s interim ex¬ 
ecutive director. “It was never heard 
in an Assembly committee. We’re 
hopeful it can be sent straight to the 
floor for concurrence. 

“We’ve had the majority of sup¬ 
port on all our other bills. I’m cau¬ 
tiously optimistic that we’ll have the 
votes in the Assembly,” Kors said. 

Lastly, SCA-9, the state constitu¬ 
tional amendment by Speier to 
grant domestic partners and other 
joint tenants the same rights as 
spouses under Proposition 13, is 
stuck in the Assembly Appropria¬ 
tions Committee. 

“The Republican leadership 
has taken aim at several contro¬ 
versial bills. Unfortunately SCA-9 
has been caught in that quag¬ 
mire,” said Erin Ryan, a legislative 
aide to Speier. 

In general though, according 
to CAPE’s Kors, while there still is 
a great deal of homophobia 
among some legislators, there’s 
been a dramatic change in the at¬ 
titude in Sacramento toward 
LGBT legislation. 

“In 1998, we didn’t have non¬ 
discrimination in housing and 
employment. There was no do¬ 
mestic partners registry. There 
were no benefits for domestic 
partners on a state level. There was 
no law banning discrimination 
and harassment in public schools 
based on sex or gender orienta¬ 
tion. Now we hear homophobic 
comments from a member of the 
Assembly, but our bills pass 2-1,” 
Kors said. ▼

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Boulder summit a first 
for LGBTI health advocates

ore than 300 gay, lesbian, 
I 1 bisexual, transgender, 
and intersex people and 
their allies gathered August 21-25 
in Boulder, Colorado, for the Na¬ 
tional Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, and 
Intersex Health Summit 2002. The 
summit brought together health 
advocates, activists, healthcare 
professionals, service providers, 
researchers, policy makers v and 
others to explore a wide range of 
health and wellness issues of in¬ 
terest to the queer community. 

Organized by a volunteer col¬ 
lective representing the broad di¬ 
versity of the queer community, 
the summit filled a gap left by the 
discontinuation after some 20 
years of the annual conference put 
on by the National Lesbian and 
Gay Health Association; two Gay 
Men’s Health Summits took place 
in Boulder in 1999 and 2000, and 
several regional gay men’s health 
meetings took place in 2001. 

With an estimated 175 insti¬ 
tutes, workshops, panel discus¬ 
sions, and plenary sessions featur¬ 
ing many well-known researchers, 
authors, and health advocates, the 
summit covered the full gamut of 
LGBTI health issues, from the 
needs of queer youth to same-sex 
parenting to the issues of lesbian 
and bi women facing menopause 
and aging gay men. Body image, 
depression, same-sex domestic vi¬ 


olence, and healthy anal sex were 
among the many topics discussed. 

Conference participants also 
heard reports from the XIV Inter¬ 
national AIDS Conference in 
Barcelona and the queer disability 
conference held in June. Several 
sessions looked at international 
aspects of the LGBTI health 
movement, with presenters from 
Australia, Canada, Japan, Tanza¬ 
nia, and Zimbabwe. 

The 2002 summit was the first 
queer health gathering at which 
bisexual, transgender, and intersex 
issues were a major focus, and in 


which bi, trans, and intersex peo¬ 
ple played an integral role in the 
planning process. The first confer¬ 
ence plenary was devoted to inter¬ 
sex issues and why they matter to 
the queer health movement. 
Cheryl Chase and Emi Koyama 
discussed the intersex agenda, em¬ 
phasizing that intersex advocates 
are not arguing for the abolition 
of gender or that children with in¬ 
tersex conditions should not be 
assigned a gender at birth. Rather, 
said Chase, doctors and parents 
should make their “best guess” 
about a child’s future gender, but

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should not perform surgery to 
correct indeterminate genitalia 
and should be open to the possi¬ 
bility that the child’s gender iden¬ 
tity may change. 

Another new feature was a full 
track of workshops focusing on 
drug use, harm reduction, and 
treatment in the queer communi¬ 
ty, including a session on the his¬ 
tory and meaning of drug use in 
the gay circuit party scene. 

“We need to address pleasure 
and desire as well as risk,” said 
Richard Elovich, a professor of 
public health at the City Universi¬ 
ty of New York. “Harm reduction 
is not about ideology, it’s about 
facing reality.” 

Pleasure and desire were 
themes throughout the confer-, 
ence. Anna Forbes, of the Global 
Campaign for Microbicides, and 
Chris Bartlett led a session on the 
development of microbicides and 
how they might be used by gay 
men to prevent disease transmis¬ 
sion during anal sex. For example, 
do men who bareback simply dis¬ 
like condoms, or does unprotect¬ 
ed sex hold deeper meanings? 
Might anal microbicides offer a 
compromise between condom use 
and throwing caution to the 
wind? 

“Microbicides are harm re¬ 
duction,” said Forbes. “Studying 
and funding microbicides is a no- 
brainer, even if they do not pro¬ 
vide 100 percent protection.” 

In welcoming participants to 
the summit, organizing collective 
member Marj Plumb encouraged 
them to “go outside of your com¬ 
fort zone” to learn about the issues 
of people different from them¬ 
selves. Several workshops encour¬ 
aged such cross-pollination, in¬ 
cluding a session on how “gay 
community” is defined differently 
by men of different generations, a 
dialogue between gay and bisexu¬ 
al men, and a conversation be¬ 
tween queer female-to-male 
transmen and non-trans gay and 
bi men. 

Friday’s plenary looked at the 
history of the LGBTI health 
movement, where it is now, and 
where it is headed. Workshops on 
the lesbian health movement and 
AIDS activism explored the 
lessons to be learned from earlier 
movements. Organizers and par¬ 
ticipants expressed the desire to 
build a diverse, grassroots queer 
health movement - and to push 
LGBTI groups to include health 


issues and health organizations to 
include LGBTI issues. 

“During the past decade it has 
felt as if the locus of control of an 
LGBTI health agenda was moving 
away from our communities and 
more and more toward govern¬ 
mental bodies,” said summit con¬ 
vener Eric Rofes. “Our efforts to 
professionalize our movement 
and support the creation of net¬ 
works of queers working within 
public health systems, queer elect¬ 
ed officials, queer executive direc¬ 
tors of AIDS and LGBTI organiza¬ 
tions, and queer academic re¬ 
searchers cannot do the work of a 
health movement that puts people 
on the street making demands 
and holding public officials ac¬ 
countable.” 

Participants came away from. 
the summit with plans to organize 
separate gay, lesbian, transgender, 
and other meetings in odd-num¬ 
bered years - the next Gay Men’s 
Health Summit is already being 
planned for 2003 - and unified 
LGBTI summits in alternate years. 

A theme of the earlier gay 
men’s health summits was looking 
beyond AIDS to other health is¬ 
sues that affect the community. At 
this year’s summit the focus was 
even broader, looking beyond 
pathologies and problems to ad¬ 
dress wellness and strengths of the 
LGBTI community - what orga¬ 
nizing collective member T. Scott 
Pegues called an “empowered, 
asset-based, wellness model of 
health.” 

“Our communities are 
harmed tremendously by por¬ 
traying them as diseased. Is it 
possible to truly empower when 
we consistently represent a com¬ 
munity utilizing deficit-based 
constructs?” asked Rofes. “Let’s 
think of LGBTI people as re¬ 
silient and creative and persever¬ 
ing more often than we think of 
our people as damaged.” 

The summit, hosted by the 
Boulder County AIDS Program, 
was sponsored by the Gill Foun¬ 
dation and Bristol-Myers Squibb; 
the Astrea National Lesbian Ac¬ 
tion Foundation provided schol¬ 
arship support. ▼

GBT music and literature 
fans have for years fol- 
1 lowed the work of Lambda 
Award-winning author Michelle 
Tea ( Valencia, The Passionate 
Mistakes and Intimate Corruption 
of One Girl In America ); writ¬ 
ers/performers Bucky Sinister 
and Tara Jepsen; and the queer 
tranny hip-hop band The End of 
The World. On Sunday, Septem¬ 
ber 1, the historic “Strombolli’s 
Island of Donkeys and Dolls” 
show packages all these artists 
under one roof as they kick off 
their cross-country tour at San 
Francisco’s Kimo’s, 1351 Polk 
Street, at 9 p.m. 

The tour coincides with the re¬ 
lease of Tea’s newest novel, The 
Chelsea Whistle , published by Seal 
Press. Tea, who is also known as a 
founding member of the all-girl 
spoken word troupe Sister Spit,

Drug use and harm reduction 
a focus at Boulder health summit

% he National LGBTI Health 
Summit 2002 featured a full 
track of workshops devoted 
to drug use, harm reduction, and 
substance abuse treatment and re¬ 
covery in the queer community. 

“We need to address pleasure 
and desire as well as risk,” said 
track coordinator Richard Elovich 
of the City University of New York. 
“Harm reduction is not about ide¬ 
ology, it’s about facing reality.” 

Harm reduction is a set of 
practical strategies that reduce 
negative consequences of drug 
use, incorporating a spectrum of 
strategies from safer use to man¬ 
aged use to abstinence. Harm re¬ 
duction Strategies meet drug users 
“where they’re at,” addressing 
conditions of use along with the 
use itself. 

Last Saturday’s plenary session 
discussed the spectrum of drug 
use in the LGBTI community. 
Electronic Dreams Foundation 
President Alan Brown talked 
about the need to come out of the 
closet about drug use. 

“The shame that surrounds il¬ 
legal drug use and the stigmatiz¬ 
ing and devaluing of people who 


use illegal drugs is killing people, 
stifling our ability to communi¬ 
cate effectively about drugs, and 
preventing people from getting 
smarter about managing their 
own drug experiences,” he said. 

Gay men are often portrayed as 
heavy drug users, and indeed a 
study by Ron Stall of the Centers 
for Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion showed that some 50 percent 
of gay men in large U.S. cities had 
used drugs within the past six 
months. However, noted Stall, 
“the proportion who get into 
trouble is triflingly small.” Those 
that do typically are dealing with 
other issues such as violence, 
mental illness, or economic mar¬ 
ginalization. “We have to stop 
looking at drug use as a stand¬ 
alone problem,” said Stall. 

One workshop focused on the 
connection between the LGBTI 
health movement and the drug 
law reform movement. “If the 
queer health movement is going 
to be a social justice movement, 
we can’t afford to not look criti¬ 
cally at the war on drug users,” 
said DanceSafe Executive Director 
Tim Santamour. 

There was some tension be¬ 
tween proponents of harm reduc¬ 
tion and substance abuse treat¬ 


ment. Representatives of the U.S. 
Center for Substance Abuse Treat¬ 
ment presented the Substance 
Abuse and Mental Health Services 
Administration’s new document, 
“A Providers Introduction to Sub¬ 
stance Abuse Treatment for Les¬ 
bian, Gay, Bisexual, and Transgen¬ 
der Individuals.” While many ap¬ 
preciated the effort, others criti¬ 
cized the government for refusing 
to acknowledge the value of harm 
reduction. Many expressed con¬ 
cern about binary thinking con¬ 
cerning recovery and harm reduc¬ 
tion, which they believe are not 
polar opposites but rather two 
points on a spectrum. 

“Recovery is not necessarily 
abstinence,” said the Reverend 
John Magisano of SpeakOUT: 
LGBT Voices for Recovery. “It’s 
whatever you do to improve your 
quality of life.” 

Adopting a theme of the sum¬ 
mit, several speakers encouraged an 
asset-based rather than a deficit- 
based view of LGBTI drug use. 

“Drugs may be used for heal¬ 
ing, to overcome personal loss, 
and to deal with tragedy,” empha¬ 
sized Harvard researcher Patricia 
Case. “It’s my vow to never speak 
about risk without talking about 
resilience.” T

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Creating a guardianship 
for your child

he following is an occasion¬ 
al column compiled by the 
AIDS Legal Referral Panel 
on issues of concern to people liv¬ 
ing with AIDS. 

Dear ALRP: 

I am a single mother of an 8- 
year-old. My health status has gone 
from disabling HIV to AIDS and 
my doctor fears the worst. He has 
informed me that I should get my 
affairs in order. I understand that I 
must distribute my personal prop¬ 
erty in a will, but what do I do 
about my son? His father has made 
it quite clear he does not want to be 
a part of his sons life. Who will take 
care of my son when I can no longer 
do so? 

Signed, 

Distraught Parent 

Dear Distraught Parent: 

You are in the process of mak¬ 
ing one of the most difficult deci¬ 
sions a parent has to make. Al¬ 
though you might like to put this 
off, it is in the best interest of your 
son to take care of this now. You 
need to nominate a guardian in 
your will so that upon your death 
the court will have an under¬ 
standing of your wishes. 

What is a guardianship? 

When a parent wants to make 
arrangements for the custody of a 
minor, a parent may nominate a 
guardian. A guardianship is a judi¬ 
cial proceeding that appoints cus¬ 
tody of a minor to an adult. The 
guardian steps into the role of the 
parent when the parent or parents 
can no longer meet that obligation. 

Types of guardianships 

You must keep in mind that a 
parent has dual roles. A parent 
manages the personal and finan¬ 
cial affairs of a minor. Therefore, 
you must determine what type 
of guardianship is needed. There 
are two types of guardianships: a 
guardian of the minor and a 
guardian of the minor’s estate. 
Guardianship of the minor’s es¬ 
tate allows the guardian to man¬ 
age the minor’s financial affairs. 
This usually comes into play 
when the minor has a substantial 
estate. The second type is 
guardianship of the minor, 
which allows the guardian to 
step into the shoes of the parent 
by overseeing the personal care 
of the minor. It is more likely 
that you will need to nominate a 


guardian of the minor. 

Choosing a guardian 

Once you have decided what 
type of guardianship your child 
needs, you then need to choose a 
guardian. Remember that this per¬ 
son will be responsible for your 
son, so you may want to make sure 
that you nominate a person who 
holds values and perspective simi¬ 
lar to yours. The prospective 
guardian must be capable 
of looking out for the 
welfare of the minor 
(i.e. shelter, food, 
clothing and medical 
care), supervising 
the minor’s conduct, 
and determining 
where the minor 
will reside and what , 
school the minor 
will attend. There¬ 
fore, you should consider the fol¬ 
lowing list of questions when 
choosing a guardian: 

• Is the prospective guardian 
willing to'take on the task? 

• Is there an existing relation¬ 
ship between the minor and 
prospective guardian? 

• Would the age of the prospec¬ 
tive guardian be considered a dis¬ 
advantage? 

• Is the prospective guardian 
mature and capable of assessing 
the needs of the minor? 

• Will the prospective guardian 
be able to provide an upbringing 
similar to what you have provid¬ 
ed? 

• Are the values and beliefs of 
the prospective guardian regard¬ 
ing education and religion accept¬ 
able to you? 

Once you have chosen a 
prospective guardian you must 
have your nomination reflected in 
your will. However, under Califor¬ 
nia Probate Code section 1500, 
the nomination of a third party in 
the custodial parent’s will can only 
be effective with the consent of 
the non-custodial parent. There 
are exceptions to the consent re¬ 
quirement such as death of the 
non-custodial parent or abandon¬ 
ment by the noncustodial parent. 
Under California Family Code 
section 8604, abandonment oc¬ 
curs when a parent has willfully 
failed to contact and support the 
minor for over a year. 

Joint guardianship 

Rather than nominating a 
prospective guardian to take over 
upon the death of the custodial 
parent, you may establish a joint 
guardianship. Under California 
Probate Code section 2105(f), if 
the custodial parent has a terminal 



illness that is evidenced by a decla¬ 
ration executed by a physician, the 
court may allow a joint guardian¬ 
ship. A joint guardianship occurs 
when one custodial parent nomi¬ 
nates another person to be joint 
guardian with the custodial parent. 
This allows for continuity after the 
death of the custodial parent. 

Preparation needed 

If you are a single par¬ 
ent and have not made 
preparation for your 
son before your death, 
two results may 
occur. In the first 
scenario, your son’s 
father, a family 
member, or a close 
friend may petition 
the court for cus¬ 
tody. In the second 
scenario, the court may decide 
that the surviving parent, relative, 
or close friend is unwilling, un¬ 
available, or unfit to have custody 
of a minor. If the court makes this 
determination, the minor will be¬ 
come a dependent of the court 
and the court will grant custody to 
the local social services agency. 

Whatever you decide to do I 
encourage you to speak with an 
attorney to explore your op¬ 
tions and rights. For further as¬ 
sistance, please contact the 
Alameda County Guardianship 
Clinic at (510) 893-7160 for 
Alameda County residents or 
Legal Services for Children at 
(415) 863-3762 for residents of 
San Francisco. 

Since 1983, ALRP has provid¬ 
ed free and low-cost legal services 
for people with HIV in the San 
Francisco Bay Area. ALRP pro¬ 
vides direct services and referrals 
to HIV-sensitive panel attorneys. 
ALRP can assist you in a variety of 
matters, including credit and 
bankruptcy, insurance and em¬ 
ployee benefits, wills and powers 
of attorney, landlord-tenant rela¬ 
tions and housing issues, govern¬ 
ment benefits, employment, con¬ 
fidentiality, and establishing child 
guardianship.

elect a warrior for justice.” 

Hansen, who has worked as 
public policy director with the 
AIDS Legal Referral Panel and is 
currently an organization devel¬ 
opment consultant for communi¬ 
ty-based nonprofits, has also been 
involved with the California Al¬ 
liance for Pride and Equality and 
served as public policy director for 
the Women’s AIDS Network. She 
also served as vice president of the 
San Francisco Building Inspection 
Commission and was a co¬ 
founder of the Progressive Al¬ 
liance. 

Last week, she was pleased with 


the turnout at her kickoff. 

“We came within 712 votes two 
years ago,” she said, referring to 
her narrow margin of defeat. 
“This time, we are going to find 
those 712 votes and more and win 
in November.” 

Hansen said that she has qual¬ 
ified for public financing, a con¬ 
cept she has long supported. One 
of her opponents, Dufty, has 
turned down public financing be¬ 
cause of the city’s budget woes. 

“It’s how we reprioritize the 
budget,” Hansen said. “And in 
my mind, campaign finance 
should be one of those priori¬ 
ties. So I’m honored to accept 
public financing.” 

Hansen said that housing is at 
the top of her list of issues. She 


opposes Supervisor Gavin New¬ 
som’s Care Not Cash ballot mea¬ 
sure and said that more mental 
health services need to be made 
available for those homeless peo¬ 
ple who need such services. She 
supports Ammiano’s Exists from 
Homelessness, which commits the 
city to securing 1,000 units of af¬ 
fordable housing and 700 units of 
drug treatment. 

“I also bring to the board a his¬ 
tory of consensus building,” she 
said. “We can disagree, but we need 
to do so in a respectful manner.” ▼

Another Beat goes down 

Reading Friday to celebrate Philip Whalen

ne of the nation’s leading 
jj poets, Philip Whalen, who 
was both a legend of the 
Beat era and a prominent figure 
for many years in the Eureka Val¬ 
ley/Castro neighborhood as 
abbot of the Hartford Street Zen 
Center, will be memorialized in a 
public reading this Friday, August 
30, to be attended by many cele¬ 
brated poets. 

The free public reading by 
such luminaries of the poetry 
scene as Michael McClure, Diane 
DiPrima, and Leslie Scalapino 
will take place Friday from 7-10 
p.m. at Presentation Theater 
(formerly the Gershwin The¬ 
ater), 2350 Turk Street (near Ma¬ 
sonic). Hundreds of Whalen’s 
friends and admirers are expect¬ 
ed to attend. 

In addition, a Zen Buddhist 
memorial service will be held for 
Zenshin Philip Whalen (his for¬ 
mal title as abbot) at Green Gulch 
Farms and Zen Center, located at 
1601 Shoreline Highway (High¬ 
way 1), just south of Muir Beach, 
on Sunday, September 1 at 2:30 
p.m., with Richard Baker Roshi 
officiating. 

Whalen, who died on June 26 
at the age of 78, was one of the 
original Beat poets along with 
Allen Ginsberg, Jack Kerouac, 
Gary Snyder, Lew Welch, and 
others (he roomed with Snyder 
and Welch at Reed College). He 
was born October 20, 1923 in 
Portland, Oregon, and wrote

more than 20 books of poetry 
and two novels. He was or¬ 
dained as a Zen Buddhist priest 
in 1973, and in 1991 he succeed¬ 
ed Issan Dorsey as abbot of the 
Hartford Street Zen Center, a 
small Buddhist center in the 
Soto Zen tradition founded in 
1981 by a group of gay and les¬ 
bian Buddhists. The center con¬ 
tinues to open its Zendo daily to 
the community for formal med¬ 
itations. 

In a memoriam prepared by 
his friends, Whalen is described as 
“crusty, full of contrasts, unpre- 
dictably wise. He never tried to 
hide himself, no matter what his 
mood was. He engendered trust, 
but not complacency. He was un¬ 
conventional, but also an old 
school gentleman.” 


“He never gay identified, but 
he was a mystery sexually to 
everybody,” said fellow poet 
Rick London, a member of the 
board of Hartford Street Zen 
Center, who was with Whalen 
when he died. London is helping 
to organize Friday’s reading, 
along with the Poetry Center at 
San Francisco State University 
and others. 

“He was open to everybody 
and treated everybody the same, 
which is to say fairly,” added Lon¬ 
don. 

In one of several Web sites 
devoted to Whalen’s memory, 
www.jackmagazine.com, 
Michael Rothenberg writes: 
“The degree of respect and ad¬ 
miration the Beats had for 
Whalen is remarkable. He was 
adored by Kerouac, who found 
him easy to be with and confide 
in ... Ginsberg considered 
Whalen the only Zen Master 
Poet practicing in America.” 

At another tribute site, 
www.everydayzen.org, close 
friend Zoketsu Norman Fischer 
writes: “Philip was a notorious 
and elegant complainer, but he 
bore his decline with a lot of 
dignity. He had no truck with 
the ‘death and dying’ move¬ 
ment. He just wanted to keep 
on living as long as possible 
with as much enjoyment as he 
could find in daily living - 
which he did do.”

Flat tired 

Pallotta Teamworks, the for- 
profit corporation that produced 
the controversial AIDS Ride 
events in San Francisco, Washing¬ 
ton D.C., and elsewhere, shut its 
Century City, California head¬ 
quarters late Friday, August 23, 
and laid off 250 employees. 

The company and its founder, 
Dan Pallotta, have long been criti¬ 
cized by AIDS activists as an “AIDS 
profiteer,” due to the high fees, 
overhead, and expenses of its bike 
ride fundraisers for AIDS charities. 
In some events, such as the recent 
AIDS Vaccine Ride, as little as 8 
percent of the proceeds have actu¬ 
ally gone to beneficiaries. 

Stated ACT UP/DC 
spokesman Wayne Turner, “For 
years, Pallotta Teamworks has 
been looting our community of 
resources that should have gone to 
life-saving services for people with 
HIV and AIDS. By exploiting 
well-meaning donors, and the suf¬ 
fering of sick and dying people, 
Dan Pallotta built a multimillion 
dollar personal empire, and must 
be held accountable.”

Rochelle Jaffe, whose 31-year- 
old daughter, Eve, died during the 
2000 DC AIDS Ride, stated, “Dan 
Pallotta deceived us and betrayed 
the very people he purported to 
help. His negligence cost my 
daughter her life.” Ms. Jaffe has 
filed a wrongful death suit, citing 
misconduct and negligence in the 
medical treatment received by her 
daughter by Pallotta Teamworks. 

AIDS activists anticipate that 
with Jaffe’s lawsuit, and several 
others currently pending, there 
will finally be a full financial ac¬ 
counting of proceeds raised by 
Pallotta Teamworks over the past 
eight years in the name of AIDS 
charities. As a for-profit corpora¬ 
tion, Pallotta Teamworks is not 
subject to public disclosure of its 
assets and profits. 

“It looks as though Dan Pallot- 
ta’s days of profiteering are finally 
over, and that’s a relief,” added 
Jaffe. 

PTW had lost contracts with 
the SF AIDS Foundation, and 
many other groups over the past 
year, and also been hit with a law¬ 
suit from attorney and Continuum 
Executive Director Mark Cloutier, 
who considered the AIDS Vaccine 
Ride in which he rode to be a neg¬ 
ligent money loser. 

Vaccine Rides the world over 
began to collapse from low rider- 
ship and the company’s trade¬ 
mark glossy ads and ludicrous 
budgets. 

PTW claims to be continuing 
the Avon Three-Day Breast Can¬ 
cer Walks, which have yet to lose 
enough money to be canceled. 
PTW seems to have carpetbagged 
their way from AIDS to cancer. 
They even threatened the makers 
of a pharmaceutical TV ad that 
showed a generic “three-day walk” 
with copyright infringement. 

PTW failed in several attempts 
to prevent other AIDS groups 
from doing their own bike rides, 
claiming to have invented pretty 
much everything but the wheel. 

Let’s see. Where might one find 
the soon-to-be elusive Pallottites?

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Reservation riddles 

Gay native fimerican learns'The Business of Fancydancing'

alfway through The Business of Fancydancing, open¬ 
ing Friday at the Lumiere, embattled hero Seymour 
Plotkin (Evan Adams), a self-proclaimed “affirmative 
action poet,” is lounging in a bathtub when his space 
is violated by his white lover’s videocamera. “I want to share 
my poems with the world, but not my penisyells Seymour 
to Steven, who keeps right on filming as Seymour’s voice in¬ 
forms us on the voiceover, “There’s nothing so white as the 
white boy an Indian boy loves.” 

Earlier, Seymour and Steven are in bed when the phone 
rings. “Why don’t you answer it?” whines Seymour. “It’s not 
for me,” replies Steven. “How do you know?” presses Sey¬ 
mour. “Because white people don’t call each other at 3 in 
the morning.” 

Writer/director Sherman Alexie is often funny, and 
never funnier than when he’s trying to make a serious 
point. The call that Seymour dreads is from “the Rez,” or 
the Spokane Indian Reservation, informing him of the 
death of a childhood friend. How does Mouse the Violin 
Player (Swil Kanim) die? Refer to the chapter entitled, 

“How.To Make a Bathroom Cleaner Sandwich.* How did 
a reservation Indian learn to play the violin? “By watch¬ 
ing public television 17 hours a day.” Alexie’s witty ban¬ 
tering style reassures us “this will be neither an Indian 
version of The Days of Wine and Roses nor a low-budget 
remake of Dances with Wolves.” The hero of Alexie’s first 
film, Smoke Signals, admits to having seen Dances with 
Wolves far too many times. 

Alexie wrote Smoke Signals based on his short sto¬ 
ries, “The Lone Ranger” and “Tonto Fistfight in Heaven.” 

His second film is a huge step up in style and verbal sophistication. Alexie’s hero, Plotkin, 
rebels against his fate by trading his life on an Indian reservation for a first-rate education at 
a white college, followed by a critically acclaimed role as a poet charged with the dubious 
task of interpreting Native American culture for the mainstream. Seymour has dined with the 
President, the Pope and Robert Redford. Seymour’s loyalties are challenged by Steven — 
“They’re not your tribe anymore, I’m your tribe” — and by the opinion of his tribe members 
as reflected in a poll: “73% of Spokane Indians think Seymour is an asshole, while 22% think 
he’s just a jerk, while 5% are undecided.” 


Wharton school 

Confirming Seymour’s opinion that “living on a reservation is like living in¬ 
side an Edith Wharton novel,” Alexie’s film does justice to the misunderstood role of the 
writer, and to our unease about all American identity at this time. In the film’s production 
notes, Alexie jokes that one of his characters has a bloodline so diluted that he may not tech¬ 
nically be an Indian at all.

It is 
being directed by Jennifer Blowdryer, 
an icon of SF’s early punk-rock scene, 
who recalls that era in White Trash 
Debutante, the third component of Let’s 
Talk About Me. 

Ford and Blowdryer are also the 
producers of the three-part produc¬ 
tion opening this week in the Studio at 
Theatre Rhino, and he credits 
Blowdryer with rousing him back into 
the theater after a seven-year self-im¬ 
posed hiatus. 

“I had been doing showings in the 
city for 15 years,” Ford said, “and I think 
I was just burned out.

H f you want to relive the wild

On 
Bill Maher’s late lamented Politi¬ 
cally Incorrect forum, we get to 
watch columnist Arianna Huff- 
ington confront Da Mayor on his 
documented statement that peo¬ 
ple who make less than $50,000 a 
year shouldn’t even live in SF.

Passion’s Obsession is the title 
of yet another Dave Roth sizzler, 
but Possession Obsession is an en¬ 
tertaining new volume from The 
Andy Warhol Museum, all about 
the late Pop artist and his pen¬ 
chant for collecting. The catalog is 
chock-a-block with pictures of 
Warhol’s massive holdings of an¬ 
tiques and collectibles, as found in 
his Upper East Side home upon 
his death in ’87, and as installed 
for the famous Sotheby’s estate 
sale in ’88. 

Photographs by Robert Map¬ 
plethorpe taken for House & 
Garden magazine document the 
interiors of Warhol’s mid-19th- 


century townhouse at 57 East

Acting out 

If British actor and now au¬ 
thor Alan Cumming has lived life 
as hedonistically as the 29-year- 
old title character of his first 
novel, Tommy’s Tale (Regan- 
Books), he’s seen a few fast lanes. 
Here’s Tommy describing an ec¬ 
stasy club-and-sex trip from the 
night before, in the book’s first 
pages: “You know, people who 
don’t do drugs like this think 
they’re really scary and Violent ex¬ 
periences, but they’re so not. 
They’re what the word sensual 
was invented for. And last night, 
Dame Sensuality came down 
from the clouds and sat on my 
face, and I drank hungrily of her.”

'PINS' makes the stage an arena at NCTC

Wpl here are a number of good 
reasons to see PINS, Jim 
m Provenzano’s crafty adapta¬ 
tion of his novel about a gay high 
school wrestler, and one of them 
is the young actor who plays that 
wrestler. 

His name is Nick Tagas, and I 
wouldn’t be at all surprised to find 
his name attached to increasingly 
prestigious projects, if an acting 
career is what he’s after. Based on 
his work as Joey Nicci, the sexual¬ 
ly and socially conflicted hero of 
PINS, it’s a path he should well 
consider. 

Tagas’ skillful and empathetic 
portrayal provides a needed 
grounding in the swirl of scenes 
that Provenzano (author of the 
B.A.R.’s Sports Complex column) 
has created from his novel. Smart¬ 
ly, Provenzano has rethought his 
prose work in a highly theatrical 
fashion, rather than as a wordy lit¬ 
eral adaptation, and director 
Stephen Rupsch has contributed 
to this successful stage translation 
with his fast-paced and imagina¬ 
tive production at New Conserva¬ 
tory Theatre Center. 

Set in a New Jersey suburb in 
1993, the story follows 15-year- 
old Joey as his interest in wrestling 
becomes a passion with both 
sweet and tragic consequences. 
The wrestling mat also provides 
an arena in which Joey can grap¬ 
ple with his growing certainty that 
he is gay, and to find a socially ac¬ 
ceptable way to touch a fellow 
high-school wrestler with whom 
he is smitten. 

But because wrestling involves 
just such physical contact, and its 
participants wear revealing sin¬ 
glets, it has a reputation as a “fag” 
sport that certain members of 
Joey’s squad go to dangerous

lengths to prove false. Rather than 
confront his teammates over their 
homophobia, he joins them on a 
fateful night that changes all of 
their lives. 

NCTC has converted its Walk¬ 
er Theatre into something of an 
intimate wrestling ring, with mats 
covering the stage area, which is 
surrounded by seating on three 
sides. Several matches are repre¬ 
sented, and while choreographed 
by PrOvenzano, they still create a 
visceral competitive tension. 

The best scenes, though, are 
those that explore the budding at¬ 
traction between Joey and his best 
friend Dink (an engaging Brett 
Holland) as their tentative flirta¬ 
tions move toward consumma¬ 
tion. These moments ring with 
adolescent authenticity that is 
both warm and safely erotic. 

Where the play is least com¬ 
pelling is in the scenes with Joey’s 
parents, who remain ambiguous 
figures. Their discovery that their 


son is gay is practically a noncha¬ 
lant event that lessens the dra¬ 
matic tensions that have been 
building. While Megan Towle, as 
Joey’s mother, works effectively 
with the material at hand, 
Mitchell Lee Marks can’t find a 
credible groove as Joey’s father. 
With the exception of Tagas as 
Joey and Holland as Dink, the rest 
of the cast play multiple roles and 
mostly serve the piece effectively. 

With some work, PINS is a 
play with a promising future. But 
even in this, its first production, 
this unusual play is in remarkably 
good shape. See it now, and you 
someday may be able to say you 
saw it first. And the same goes for 
Nick Tagas, a diminutive actor 
with a big talent. ▼

Playing with our food 

1 My Dinner with Lunatique Fantastique'

E asy to enjoy but hard to ex¬ 
plain, My Dinner with Luna¬ 
tique Fantastique is 60 min¬ 
utes of imaginations run riot. For 
example, .consider a beet, carrots, 
some leafy kale, and two ripe 
lemons being manipulated by a 
group of black-gloved hands to 
create a stripper. After showing off 
her lemons, this organic stripper 
sheds her kale to reveal a leafy 
green g-string. The audience, you 
should excuse the expression, eats 
it up. 

Liebe Wetzel and her Luna¬ 
tique Fantastique troupe have de¬ 
veloped a devoted following for 
their uncanny ability to turn 
everyday objects into soulful cre¬ 
ations. When an anthropomor¬ 
phized shirt comes across a heli¬ 
um balloon, it figures out how to 
use it to take flight. When this 
charming image comes to a sud-^ 
den end as the balloon bursts, 
there are real gasps of empathetic 
distress from the audience. 

The troupe’s newest show, now 
at the New Conservatory Theatre 
Center, uses food and dining¬ 
room utensils as its main sources 
of inspiration. Even though we 


can see the dark-clad puppeteers 
at work, it requires only a hint of 
a squint for them to disappear, 
and for a school of fish, a dirigi¬ 
ble, an elephant, a saucy waitress, 
or a grunting bodybuilder to ap¬ 
pear from the objects they are ma¬ 
neuvering. 

There is no dialogue, but Wet¬ 
zel and her team are adept at vo¬ 
calizing, without distinct words, 
the emotions of the characters. 
Often that emotion is wonder, as 
the emerging creatures begin to 
explore and adapt to their sur¬ 
roundings. Perhaps the finest mo¬ 
ment involves a sweatshirt that 
finds two twigs to use as hands, 
which it then uses to enviously ex¬ 
plore the superior limbs of its 
puppeteer before wrestling its cre¬ 
ator for her body. 

In addition to the light-heart¬ 
ed Dinner scenario, Wetzel offers 
brief samplings from several more 
serious works-in-progress. The 
most effective one at this point 
employs rolls of toilet paper to 
suggest the self-defeating antago¬ 
nisms of the Israelis and Palestini¬ 
ans. 

But mostly the show is about 
fun and imagination. There is 
even a gay interlude in which 
Wetzel creates a sexual encounter

pera films run the gamut 
from emotionally riveting 

P to downright deadly. In the 
case of Tosca, the new film of Gi¬ 
acomo Puccini’s classic opera, 
there are sufficient emotional rev¬ 
elations, spiced with a few eye¬ 
brow-raising moments, to make 
the film both a must-see and a 
must-dish item for lovers of great 
singing and over-the-top melo¬ 
drama. 

Directed and produced by the 
French team of Benoit Jacquot 
and Daniel Toscan du Plantier, the 
film, which has already been 
shown in New York and Los An¬ 
geles, arrives in San Francisco on 
Friday, opening at the Opera 
Plaza. The dubbed soundtrack de¬ 
rives from the complete EMI 
recording, a lavish undertaking 
filled with color shots from the 
movie, released last November. 

The production spotlights the 
aurally and visually arresting tal¬ 
ents of EMI Classics’ “love cou¬ 
ple,” tenor Roberto Alagna and 
soprano Angela Gheorghiu. Of 
equal importance is the superb 
conducting of Antonio Pappano 
and the Orchestra of the Royal 
Opera House Covent Garden. 

There are many pluses to this 
production. First and foremost, 
rather than trying to pretend that 
it is other than lip-synched, the 
film makes the most of its syn¬ 
thetic nature by occasionally shift¬ 


ing between footage of the action, 
mostly shot in stunning color; 
black-and-white footage of the 
actual studio recording session, 
including many visually dramatic 
sweeps and gestures by conductor 
Pappano; and external shots of 
the imposing historic venues in 
which the action transpires. An 
especially brilliant use of color oc¬ 
curs in the final, pre-sunrise 
meeting between diva Tosca and 
her lover Cavaradossi; until the 
sun rises, the protagonists are 
shown in black and white, with 
Tosca’s flaming red cape and her 
lover’s purple collar painted in. 
When the sun does rise, an appro¬ 
priate change in orchestral ac¬ 
companiment is matched by the 
return of full color cinematogra¬ 
phy. 

Then, of course, there is the 
singing. Soprano Gheorghiu, un¬ 
doubtedly one of if not the finest 
(and best-looking) lyric/dramatic 
sopranos on today’s stage, delivers 
a fully nuanced portrayal as Tosca. 
The voice is at the peak of its 
beauty, inherently dramatic, 
seamless, and totally secure 
throughout the range. 

For those accustomed to the 
unforgettable vocalism of Maria 
Callas in the title role — the 1953 
monaural recording that remains 
one of the great operatic docu¬ 
ments — Gheorghiu’s Act I love 
scene proves revelatory. While the 
main emotions one feels from 
Callas are fire, jealousy, rage, and 
infinite variations thereof, Gheo¬ 


rghiu balances fury with a most 
seductive and convincing flirta¬ 
tiousness. Though her Tosca does 
not burn with Callas’ red heat, her 
seductive, at-times girlish inter¬ 
play with her lover Cavaradossi 
adds an extra dimension to her 
character. 

Husband a resource 

The soprano’s offstage hus¬ 
band, Roberto Alagna, may be 
better suited for lighter French 
repertoire, but he manages his 
role quite well, offering sufficient 
subtlety without resorting to 
overacting, and mostly holding 
his own with Gheorghiu’s vocal¬ 
ism. Unfortunately, in a blatant 
attempt to beef up his voice, the 
filmmakers add far more rever¬ 
beration than on the CD, making 
the tenor sound in a different 
acoustic envircmment than his 
partner. One second he’s at her 
side, the next sounding as if he’s 
singing from on high. On the plus 
side, while Alagna may have some 
undergarment assistance, he 
grants us several Act I butt shots 
that suggest ample reason for 
Tosca’s affection. 

In other roles, veteran baritone 
Ruggero Raimondi is a fine 
Scarpia. Though he sounds a bit 
woolly, lacking the last ounce of 
venom that would make Scarpia 
sound as evil as his actions, his 
vocal portrayal by and large suc¬ 
ceeds. Enrico Fissore as the 
Sacrestan is superb, voice and act¬ 
ing uniting to make his character’s 
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Roberto Alagna and Angela Gheorghiu as lovers Cavaradossi and Tosca. 


weakness totally believable. Mau- 
rizio Muraro (Angelotti), David 
Cangelosi (Spoletta), and other 
supporting singers are vocally ad¬ 
equate for their roles, with boy so¬ 
prano James Savage-Hanford 
quite lovely to hear and gaze 
upon. 

While Gheorghiu’s Act I por¬ 
trayal is frequently revelatory, her 
histrionics in the two subsequent 
acts — my partner terms her a 
graduate of the “Jessye Norman 
School of Acting’ 1 — In ake me 
thankful for Alagna’s reliance 
upon visual sincerity. Is this a case 
of Gheorghiu playing the diva 
Tosca, or of a soprano so con¬ 
vinced of her divahood that she 
too often plays herself playing 
Tosca (as Bette Davis, later in life, 
played Bette Davis playing 
whomever)? Both Gheorghiu and 
Raimondi frequently resort to 10 
changes of facial expression per 
minute, a good eight too many. 


Fissore, on the other hand, is 
as convincing a Sacrestan as one 
might ever wish to see. And if 
Cangelosi doesn’t make vocal 
waves as Spoletta, his pretty-boy 
interplay with his master Scarpia, 
which includes the elder Chief of 
Police patting him sweetly on the 
cheek, adds a most intriguing un¬ 
dercurrent to the proceedings. 

Finally, there is the conduct¬ 
ing. Pappano understands the 
opera’s great swings of emotion, 
and has his players singing them 
with a heart and soul that consis¬ 
tently demonstrate Puccini’s or¬ 
chestral mastery. Tosca may be a 
potboiler, but the musical direc¬ 
tion is so generous, and the 
sweeps of orchestral color so se¬ 
ductive, that few will find them¬ 
selves able to resist diving in. T

As soon as Elvira walks onto 
the Hellsubus’ premises, everyone 
starts screaming and fainting. Not 
because of her exposed breasts, 
but because Elvira’s a slutty replica 
of Vladimere’s first wife, who died. 
But did she die? Or was she buried 
alive behind a wall, just like the 
woman in Elvira’s recent dreams?

Barber’s school of jazz

on’t wait around to hear 
^ jazz fans talk about “just 

.-"another Patricia Barber 
CD .” You’re not likely to hear it. 
Each of Barber’s half-dozen CDs 
to date has been so unlike its pre¬ 
decessor — indeed, so unlike any 
of the others — that, were this a 
lesser talent, you’d be right to 
wonder if there’s a solid artistic 
identity at work. But in Barber’s 
case, it’s a matter of a restless 
mind commandeering a gargan¬ 
tuan talent, and never knowing 
where she’s going next — even in 
the middle of a number — is a 
part of the ride no true Barber fan 
would forgo. 

Certainly none of the other 
recordings by this still-little- 
known lesbian pianist-singer- 
songwriter had arrived to the pro¬ 
motional drumbeat of her latest 
Blue Note CD, Verse. But even if 
you’ve read all about it, you’re not 
— trust me — ready for the songs 
on what is clearly her best CD to 
date — by which I merely mean 
the one that’s most “her.” The 
thing about Barber is that there’s a 
lot of “her” there. A savagely good 
pianist and a singer with the ex¬ 
pression and range bestowed on 
very few voices (we’re talking 
about a vocal instrument some¬ 
where between k.d. lang and 
Aretha Franklin here), she usually 
serves up “keyboards” with the 
concentrated austerity of an 
Anton Webern (though she can 
lick out when she takes a mind to) 
and sings mostly at a purr — ex¬ 
cept, that is, when she goes for the 
occasional ecstatic phrase that 
features the kind of vocal lift-off 
of, once upon a time, a Franklin 
or Streisand at full cry. 

So much for the equipment. 
Then there’s the musical sensibil¬ 
ity — one of the most singular to 
have hit the scene in decades — 
and, let’s say it, the mind. Barber 
has legions of fans who would lie 
in traffic for the opportunity of 
hearing her sing a night of stan¬ 
dards in her regular Chicago 
haunts (she finally made bestseller 
status with her previous CD, 
Nightclub, of standards sung “her 
way”), even though everyone 
knows this is no ordinary lesbian 
lounge lizard. She is, instead, one 
brilliant musician who, while 
never compromising her integri¬ 


ty, has earned the right to make 
any old damn music she wants. 
That, it would appear, is Verse 
(though don’t expect more of the 
same next time). 

One more thing. Barber isn’t 
just smart, she’s an intellectual, of 
the reading type at that. This has 
posed problems for a subset of 
her listeners, who would be 
happy enough to gobble up the 
musical goodies without the ac¬ 
companying philosophy. But, left 
to her own devices, Barber’s like¬ 
ly to let you know, directly or in¬ 
directly, what she’s been reading 
and thinking lately. Then, just 
when you’re about to say, “And 


about that song you’re 
singing..she clobbers you with 
a penetrating, inescapable emo¬ 
tional truth. While I didn’t hear 
“Kierkegaard” among the names 
she mentions in the lyrics of 
many of the songs in Verse (all of 
which are original), I was re¬ 
minded, listening to the CD, of 
the Danish philosopher’s expres¬ 
sion, “thoughts that wound from 
behind.” It’s an apt description of 
how a Barber song works. 

Charged battery 

So, in the off-kilter, rollicking, 
acoustic-guitar-accompanied first 
song, after Barber the lyricist asks 


a battery of smarty-pants ques¬ 
tions — “Where is the ring in the 
truth? Where is the pearl in the 
oyster? Where is the up in the 
beat? Where is the soul in the 
food?”—which you start to think 
are too smart by half, along comes 
the clincher, a wrenching, dizzy¬ 
ing “I’m lost in this love” (the 
song’s title). The one song whose 
lyrics aren’t Barber’s is set to a 
Paul Verlaine poem, and much of 
the rest is packed with allusions 
that come perilously close to 
being off-putting at the sheer 
name-dropping level. Blues, for 
example, are “like David Hock¬ 
ney’s pools.” But just when you 


want her to cut it out, she cuts 
straight to the heart of the matter. 

After one of the weirdest intros 
imaginable, “The Moon” gives 
way to a series of incantations 
made not to but by the celestial 
orb. Again, at the very moment 
you don’t think you can stand an¬ 
other single line, comes this: “But 
tonight /there won’t be light /be¬ 
cause I can’t shine /without you.” 
Dave Douglas’ keening trumpet 
wails throughout the song exem¬ 
plify the brilliant work of the 
band Barber has assembled for 
this project. While all the songs 
pay big dividends on some listen¬ 
ing (if not always the first), the 
one that’s sure to strike home the 
first time, perhaps particularly to 
gay folk, is the self-explanatorily 
titled “You Gotta Go Home,” a 
supremely funny anti-love song. 
The one thing no one ever called 
Barber — or is likely to — is sen¬ 
timental. 

A CD every bit as odd and in¬ 
dividual is the latest from Boy 
George, U can never b2 straight. 
The former Culture Clubber has 
come out with a recording for 
Virgin that, while nowhere near 
as “bright” as Barber’s, is fre¬ 
quently as touching — and 
unashamedly sentimental. Most 
of the backups are acoustic, 
which adds to the CD’s personal 
feel. But the lyrics are so autobio¬ 
graphical -— not to say confes¬ 
sional — that the fare is at least 
genuine. I find all of it engaging, 
right down to the concluding 
“Bow Down Mister” tribute to 
Lord Krishna, whom Boy thanks 
for his recovery from heroin ad¬ 
diction. But what finally gives the 
CD its punch is its artistic in¬ 
tegrity. It’s a whole new “voice” 
from a familiar musical personal¬ 
ity, and it doesn’t just work, it 
manages to be both fun and up¬ 
lifting in the process. ▼

Creepsville 

Williams''One Hour Photo'

y Parrish isn’t the kind of 
|| wigged-out lunatic you 
might find ranting on a 
street corner. He’s more like the 
really weird guy in your condo as¬ 
sociation who comes to every 
homeowner’s meeting and creeps 
everyone out with his unsolicited, 
off-the-wall comments. As the 
central figure in One Hour Photo, 
Sy is an update of the kind of 
characters Peter Lorre once por¬ 
trayed in films like Mor The Mal¬ 
tese Falcon. And in Robin 
Williams’ capable hands, this so¬ 
cial misfit becomes a completely 
plausible cinematic creation. 

Sy works the in-house photo 
counter of SavMart (think Target, 
without the charm). Over the 
years, he develops an unnatural 
attachment to the Yorkin family: 
Nina (Connie Nielsen), Will 
(Michael Vartan), and their son 
Jakob (Dylan Smith). Sy be¬ 
friends the family while secretly 
making his own personal copies 
of the photos they bring in for 
development. In his fantasies, he 
thinks of himself as an extended 


family member. Then Sy discov¬ 
ers a crack in the facade of the 
perfect suburban household, and 
decides to punish the offending 
husband. 

Writer/director Mark Ro- 
manek produces a thoroughly 
dark motion picture, assisted by 
the beautifully nuanced produc¬ 
tion values of set designer Tom 
Foden and costumer Arianne 
Phillips. Sy’s work environment is 
a familiarly austere and sterile big- 
box store, beautifully contrasted 
with the elegant and refined sub¬ 
urban home of the Yorkin family. 
Sy lives in a dingy apartment and 
dresses in drab polyester, while 
the Yorkins drive a Mercedes and 
sport designer duds. These worlds 
are destined to collide before the 
end of the film. 

The tone of Mark Romanek’s 
script starts dark and stays that 
way. His actors all turn in expert 
performances, with Robin 
Williams taking highest honors 
for his solid rendering of the dis¬ 
turbed photo processor. But 
while Romanek’s direction is 
first-rate, his intelligent screen¬ 
play ultimately fails to deliver the 
home-run audiences will be 


looking for. The problem with 
One Hour Photo is a weak ending. 

After consistently building ten¬ 
sion and adding layers of com¬ 
plexity to relationships between 
characters, Romanek’s conclusion 
is a cinematic coitus interruptus. A 


more effective outcome would 
mirror the nail-biting crescendo 
of films like Psycho, Fatal Attrac¬ 
tion, or Silence of the Lambs. But 
Romanek falters with a thorough¬ 
ly believable yet dramatically dis¬ 
appointing denouement. This 


does not negate all the good work 
that has gone before, but by the 
time the credits roll, One Hour 
Photo has become an engaging 
curiosity instead of the boffo 
thriller it could have been. Now 
playing. T

While Smoke Signals was a

and 1995, a lot of the people I 
worked with died, starting with 
Doris, and when I looked around, 
there was just a whole different 
scene going on.” 

But before AIDS took its heavy 
toll on the creative community, 
Ford and his colleagues were at 
the center of a flourishing alter¬ 
native theater scene. His nightclub 
presentations included The Miss 
Solar System Pageant, Box Office 
Poison, and Nightclub, of the Living 
Dead. Theatrical ventures includ¬ 
ed Dolls, a multimedia musical 
stage retelling of The Valley of the 
Dolls, and The Bad Seed starring 
Doris Fish. 

But the piece de resistance of 
those imaginative on-a-shoestring 
years was Vegas in Space, a full- 
length sci-fi spoof that took five 
years to finish but went on to be¬ 
come a film-festival staple, and is 
now newly released oh DVD. 

Ford directed the movie, but 
the vision belonged to its star. 
“Doris did everything: the sets, 
the costumes, the makeup, the 
wigs,” Ford said. “She wanted to 
put the whole world in drag.” 

Sadly, Doris didn’t live to see 
the limousines and klieg-lights 
premiere at the Castro Theatre. 
In fact, it was Arturo Galster, 
now playing Doris, who provid¬ 
ed her voice in a musical number 
that required post-production 
dubbing. 

Simply stunned 

“Since then, we’ve been saying 
we should do a Doris show,” Ford 
said. He built Simply Stunning 
from her shows, stand-up come¬ 
dy routines, musical numbers, 
videos, and writings. 

“She was a columnist for the 
Sentinel,” Ford said. “She was 
dying then, but she wrote whatev¬ 
er was on her mind. She was very 
much into animal rights, and she 
wrote a column about the leather 
community that she called ‘the 
dead-animal crowd.’ You can 
imagine the reaction.” 

In addition to his role as a pro¬ 
ducer, writer, and director on Let’s 
Talk About Me, Ford is also play¬ 
ing Liberace in Behind the Cande¬ 
labra. It’s loosely based on the 
book by Scott Thorsen, Liberace’s 
chauffeur and companion who 


eventually sued his patron for pal¬ 
imony. 

“It’s like a ‘Sunset Boulevard’ 
Gothic film,” Ford said. “It starts 
out kind of normal, but eventu¬ 
ally becomes completely horrif¬ 
ic.” Nathan Tucker is playing 
Thorsen, and Jennifer Blowdry- 
er is the narrator, as well as the 
director. 

Blowdryer, a Bay Area native, 
began singing with a punk band 
during the late ’70s, and she 
chronicled that period in her 
book White Trash Debutante. 
More recently, she has been a 
New York resident who has at¬ 
tracted attention with her bur¬ 
lesque-type cabaret events called 
Smut Fests. 

“She has an arch sense of 
humor,” Ford said of his long¬ 
time friend, though he is cur¬ 


rently ambivalent about his re¬ 
turn to show business, which she 
provoked. 

“I’m just about burning myself 
out doing this show,” said Ford, 
who now has a 9-to-5 job at a fi¬ 
nancial services company. “I had 
a marginal life for many years, 
and I got tired of being poor. I’ve 
been leading a quiet, wholesome 
life, and keeping to a heavy nap¬ 
ping schedule, which I’ve been 
missing for the past few months. 
Tell the people to come and see 
me now, because it’s going to be 
another seven years before I do 
this again.” ▼

Arturo Galster as the incomparable Doris Fish: she wanted the world in drag. 
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portraits of the many celebrities 
who have lived or passed through 
Provincetown. There’s some 
rather unflattering coverage of 
Mailer, who at one point tries to 
ingratiate himself with the local 
Portuguese fisherman by attempt¬ 
ing, ridiculously, to dress the part. 

Manso’s extended coverage of 
the Jackett, Critchley and Blind¬ 
er stories anchors the book and 
brings to life the colorful history 
of the town, but .their stories 
contain a fair amount of pain. 
Jackett descends into the world 
of dope-smuggling, and though 
his misadventures are intriguing 
and sometimes comical, his bout 
of lawlessness nearly ruins his 
life. Critchley’s story is similarly 
compelling. He ends his mar¬ 
riage, comes out, becomes an 
artist and activist, and lives 
through the devastation that 
AIDS brings to the Cape. The 
book ends on a very dark note, 
with the description of an un¬ 
solved murder that spooks the 
locals and casts a dark cloud over 
the sunny, sandy landscape. 

There’s a certain sadness in 
reading about Provincetown’s 
transformation. In its early days, 
it was a relatively idyllic retreat for 
artists and free spirits. Though it 
retains much of that spirit today, 
it is also troubled by an identity 
crisis brought on by disputes over 
landmark preservation, affordable 
housing, and other issues. Still, 
Manso presents an intriguing pic¬ 
ture of a place unique in Ameri¬ 
can culture. T 


Cape Queer

Ptown: ArtSex, and Money on 
the Outer Cape by Peter Manso; 
Scribner, $25 

S een from above, the curved, 
narrow, sandy strip of land 
that holds Provincetown, 
Massachusetts looks temporary, 
like a geographical afterthought. 
It curls into Cape Cod Bay like a 
beckoning finger, or a dog’s lazily 
wagging tail. Those are apt 
metaphors for the somewhat ca¬ 
sual, carefree pace of life in 
“Ptown,” and it is this lifestyle, 
and the people who live it, that are 
the subjects of Peter Manso’s new 
book, Ptown: Art, Sex, and Money 
on the Outer Cape. 

For those who have never been 
to Provincetown, Manso’s book 
serves as a good primer for a trip 
there. He focuses primarily on a 
group of current and recent resi¬ 
dents, but he also seasons his ac¬ 
count with ample doses of histo¬ 
ry. And he includes some interest¬ 
ing photos of 19th- and early- 
20th-century Provincetown, as 
well as pictures of its famous res¬ 
idents enjoying life on the Cape. 
Incorporated in 1727, Province- 
town is one of the oldest 
communities in the 
United States, and it 
boasts a rich artis¬ 
tic and literary 
heritage. A legion 
of legendary 
American writers 
and artists have 
called the place 
home; these include playwrights 
Eugene O’Neill and Tennessee 
Williams, painters such as Robert 
Motherwell and Jackson Pollock, 
filmmaker John Waters, and many 
others. 

Almost from its beginning in 
the 18th century, Provincetown 
has always been a refuge for out¬ 
siders and independent spirits. 
Manso seems to delight at creat¬ 
ing breezy but vivid portraits of 
many of the local characters who 
make the town what it is. These 
include Tony Jackett, a charismat¬ 
ic fisherman, one of many of Por¬ 
tuguese descent on the Cape; Jay 
Critchley, who comes out and be¬ 
comes an artist after moving 
there; and Regina Blinder, a 
preservationist who fights to save 
the town’s architectural treasures. 
There are many other memorable 
citizens, such as Dr. Hiebert, the 
area’s lovably absent-minded 
physician, who comes off like a 


hybrid of Groucho 
Marx and Mr. 

Magoo. 

Manso is at his 
best when describ¬ 
ing the interac¬ 
tions between the 
many sections of 
Provincetown’s 
exceptional pop¬ 
ulation. He re 
counts, for ex 
ample, the ar¬ 
rival of the Por¬ 
tuguese immi¬ 
grants, the be¬ 
ginnings of 
their fishing 
industry, and 
the strange 
symbiotic re¬ 
lationship 
that devel¬ 
ops between 
the fisher¬ 
men’s vivacious 
wives and the town’s many party- 
happy gay men. It’s a delightful bit 
of cultural history. 

Shout it out 

Provincetown, of course, con¬ 
tains one of the densest concen¬ 
trations of homosexuals in the 
country, and Manso de¬ 
votes much of the 
book to this aspect 
of the area’s histo¬ 
ry. He not only de¬ 
tails some of the riffs 
and tensions that spring 
up between the 
town’s gay and 
straight popula¬ 
tions, he also dis¬ 
cusses episodes of contentious in¬ 
fighting among the gays. Manso 
has a good feel for the small 
drama of everyday human con¬ 
flict. At one point he describes 
some particularly nasty encoun¬ 
ters between a group of brazen 
lesbians and some of the town- 
folk. In one of these, a minor 
“road rage” incident provokes a 
loud argument on the town’s 
main street, an anti-Semitic re¬ 
mark is uttered, and local gays 
and straights stand shoulder-to- 
shoulder on the street to shout it 
down. 

Manso’s prose is chatty and 
readable. There’s an almost gos¬ 
sipy quality to much of the book, 
and given the nature and richness 
of the subject matter, it’s a style 
that seems fitting. Manso has 
written two celebrity biographies 
(of Norman Mailer and Marlon 
Brando, who also appear in this 
book), and he presents engaging

Camper returns! 

I n its long climb tojcult status, as it earned kudos as the ultimate 
alt-rock product of the ’80s, Camper Van Beethoven has changed 
lineups and instrumentations at least eight times, but their re- 
emergence last weekend for two concerts in San Francisco left no T 
doubt that despite their notoriously stormy past, they still produce 
a mighty tight sound. I caught their show at Slim’s last Sunday in 
conjunction with the release of “Tusk” (pitch-a-tent), a tribute 
album released in July of this year, but recorded in March 1987, al¬ 
legedly when a massive snowstorm in the High Sierra left the band 
trapped in a studio with nothing better to do than re-record Fleet- 
wood Mac’s entire “Tusk” album. For Camper’s rare outing over the 
weekend (including a gig at the Great American Music Hall), Slim’s 
was packed with devotees plus a smattering of young fry catching 
the band for the first time — and all got to see CVB totally on fire, 
playing Camper standards plus a couple of the Fleetwood Mac 
songs, with lots of added electronics and fun weirdness. 

My attention focused on bassist Victor Krummenacher, the 
band’s gay poster boy, who joined the then-Santa Cruz-based group 
in the fall of 1984, creating Camper Van Beethoven 2 along with 
David Lowery (rhythm guitar and lead vocals), Chris Molla (gui¬ 
tar, melodica, vocals), Richie West (drums) and Jonathan Segel (vi¬ 
olin, guitar). From ’85 to late ’86 the lineup fluctuated, finally set¬ 
tling on CVB 6 with Lowery, Krummenacher and Segel along with 
Greg Lisher on lead guitar and Chris Pedersen (aka Crispy Deer- 
son) on drums. That iteration lasted from fall 1986 to January 1989, 
when everything imploded while on tour. The band members got 
fed up and went off to form new musical entities, including Crack¬ 
er (Lowery), the Monks of Doom (Krummenacher, Segel, Lisher), 
and a host of solo projects. 

For Camper afficionados, the return engagement was everything 
they could hope for. All the personnel from Camper 6 were on hand 
delivering trade-mark Camper songs, including the classic “(Take 
The) Skinheads Bowling” (1987), performed as an encore to great 
acclaim. Krummenacher came on stage in a straw cowboy hat, elic¬ 
iting audience chides — was he trying to hide his gray hair? In fact 
he looked boyish and even androgynous as he wailed on the bass 
and sang backup to Lowery’s lead vocals. 

In my book, Krummenacher is one of the sexiest gay rockers 
ever, yet few in the audience seemed gay. When he plays solo at the 
Eagle, he of course draws a gay following, but on this Camper out¬ 
ing at Slim’s, it was straightsville all the way. But no matter: us lucky 
ones got to savor the full effect of Krummenacher playing at the 
height of his career, with one of the all-time great bands. The effect 
of his swaying hips and furious bass playing was enough to give us 
fantasies for years! T

'Crime & Punishment: People v. Mayta' on NBC

J f you have been off the planet 
the past decade and missed 
Dick Wolf’s Emmy-laden Law 
& Order franchise series, then you 
may have missed this summer’s 
reality version, Crime & Punish¬ 
ment. Filmed in San Diego, the se¬ 
ries puts a cinema verite focus on 
actual cases prosecuted by the 
District Attorney’s office. Shot in 
high-definition video and pho¬ 
tographed with a compellingly 
gritty technique by Academy 
Award-winning documentary 
filmmaker Bill Guttentag, the se¬ 
ries has a real you-are-there qual¬ 
ity to it. Guttentag intercuts the 
behind-the-scenes work of the

DA’s office — strategy meetings, 
trips to the scene of the crime, 
discussions with the medical ex¬ 
aminer over autopsy and crime- 
scene photos, ballistics testing 
(which will play a large part in 
later determinations about the 
crime) — with scenes from the 
courtroom itself. The effect is riv¬ 
eting TV. 

Thus far, the series has ex¬ 
plored a range of crimes — the 
rape of a lab tech, child abuse of a 
toddler, infanticide and domestic 
violence murder. This Sunday’s 
episode (Sept. 1, 10 p.m. on 
NBC), People v. Mayta, follows the 
shooting of a man in a San Diego 
gay bar, The Loft, just before 
Christmas. 

The episode is very different 
from what one usually sees on 
prime time regarding the killing 
of someone queer, because in this 
instance all the players are gay 
men. In many respects, this is a 
“simple” bar killing of the sort 
that happens all over America on 
Saturday nights. Someone gets 
jealous, a fight ensues, a weapon 
is drawn, and when the smoke 
clears, someone is dead. 

In this case, Thomas Mayta 
went looking for a pick-up at The 
Loft and found Peter Blasik, a sar¬ 
castic character and by all ac¬ 
counts a rude regular at the bar. 
Over a discussion of Christmas 
lights, Blasik invited Mayta to his 
home to see his display. In a 
videotaped interview with police 
later, Blasik states emphatically 


that the invitation was to view 
lights only, not to have sex. But 
Mayta thought otherwise, and 
when Blasik rescinded the invita¬ 
tion because he thought Mayta 
was coming on too strong, things 
got ugly. 

Mayta had gone to The Loft 
that night carrying a semi-auto¬ 
matic pistol, which, according to 
defense attorney Courtney Cutter, 
he took because The Loft was in a 
less-than-savory neighborhood. 
When the argument with Blasik 
ensued, Mayta pulled the weapon. 
Two shots were fired in the melee 
that followed, and one fatally shot 
a bystander in the bar, Gregory 
Heysel. Mayta was later charged 
with first-degree murder after the 
DA’s office determined that the 
murder was premeditated: Mayta 
followed Blasik from the bar and 
then back into it with the gun; he 
had more than enough time to 
decide not to use his weapon, 
prosecutors argued. 

Game over 

The courtroom drama is just 
that. Eyewitnesses include the 
bartender who attempted to de¬ 
flect the struggle and whose fran¬ 
tic 911 call is played in court, pa¬ 
trons of the bar, and Heysel’s 
boyfriend, Stuart Gibford, whose 
description of the 34-year-old 
playing a video game in the bar 
just prior to dying is surprisingly 
poignant. But it is Blasik’s testi¬ 
mony which stuns, as does his in¬ 
terview with police, played in the 
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Deputy DA Carole Buck in C&P 


courtroom. Mayta’s attorney tries 
to impose reasonable doubt on a 
case that appears to have none, by 
suggesting that it was Blasik who 
fired the fatal shot while strug¬ 
gling for the gun with Mayta. Cut¬ 
ter stipulates that Mayta is guilty 
of no more than involuntary 
manslaughter for what is, at best, 
she claims, a terrible accident. 

Deputy DA Carole Buck pre¬ 


sents a strong case against Mayta 
and asks the jury for a conviction of 
either first- or second-degree mur¬ 
der. Throughout his trial Mayta re¬ 
mains impassive at his attorney’s 
side until the final day, when a hug 
from his tearful, elderly mother 
causes him to break down. 

Like any good murder mys¬ 
tery, the Mayta case has some 
last-minute twists and turns. 
This is TV at its strongest, telling 
a real-life tale about a side of 
queer life that reminds us we re¬ 
ally are (often at our worst) just 
like straight people. Great TV, 
intriguing politics in which no 
judgments are ever passed about 
the sexuality of either victim or 
defendant. And throughout the 
trial, at the front of the court¬ 
room, a photograph of the 
handsome, smiling victim. Not 
to be missed. ▼ 


Possession

Does America really need an¬ 
other Back Street Boy-cum-Kenny 
G? Can you say O-Town? 

Speaking of being bitch- 
slapped, set your VCRs now: Joan 
Collins is headed back to TV. 
CBS’s longest-running soap 
opera, Guiding Light, has signed 
the diva to play Alexandra 
Spaulding, complicated doyenne 
of the Spaulding clan. Last played 
by Marj Dusay (now doing scin¬ 
tillating Emmy-worthy work on 
All My Children as drug lord/ac¬ 
tress Vanessa), the role is meaty 
and prime for chewing the 
scenery. Alexandra has a wildly 
checkered past, which is perfect 
for Collins, who won the hearts of 
queens everywhere in her years on 
Dynasty — and she’ll even have 
the same name! Doyenne of the 
Spaulding clan is a mini -Dynasty, 
and viewing Collins on daytime 
amidst the stellar cast of GL 
should be a blast. 

Lord abuse 

Another soap fave of ours is 
Roger Howarth, currently starring 
on ABC’s One Life to Live as the 
villainous Todd Manning, a role 
he has played off and on since 
1993. One of the best actors on 
daytime, Howarth did several 
groundbreaking stories as Todd 
on OLTL, including the revelation 


that he had been repeatedly sexu¬ 
ally abused by his father, the no¬ 
torious Victor Lord. 

Now Howarth, slated to leave 
OLTL once again (he’s left and re¬ 
turned several times in recent 
years), is scheduled to star on the 
WB’s Dawsons Creek as a closeted 
professor, Greg Hetson. No doubt 
this means something for Jack 
(Kerr Smith, an alumnus of yet 
another soap, As the World Turns), 
the island’s resident queer. Look 
for Howarth in the two-hour sea¬ 
son premiere of DC October 2. 

In more queer soap news, we 
are now officially pissed with ABC 
and All My Children. We have 
been excessively laudatory for 
over a year about what has been 
an excellent front-burner story 
line for Bianca (Eden Riegel), who 
came out as a lesbian last year. But 
in a summer of teen romances, 
Bianca has looked wistful and for¬ 
lorn. We were momentarily terri¬ 
fied she was going to go straight 
when Aidan asked her out, with 
his sexy East End accent. But she 
reasserted her queerness and, de¬ 
spite nasty barbs from her crazy 
sister Kendall, has stayed true to 
her lesbian course. 

But how long can the girl go 
on without a love interest? First 
there was Rain, who got paid to 
leave town by Mom Erica. Then 
there was Frankie, who got mur¬ 
dered by Vanessa. Then Frankie’s 
identical twin Maggie turned up, 
but is hopelessly het, though she 
did go to the prom with Bianca on 
a whim. 

As the new fall season ap¬ 
proaches, we have this to say to 
writers, producers and other pow- 
ers-that-be on the networks: Stop 
throwing us sops to a queer audi¬ 
ence. We might possibly believe 
that in tiny Pine Valley, where 
everyone has slept with everyone 
else, been married to each other at 
least once, and had illegitimate 
children with everyone else, there 
might be only one queer who got 
there by accident. But this is a 
common problem on TV: the sin¬ 
gle lesbian/gay man with no one 
else to be queer with. We want to 
see Bianca get laid. Barring that, 
we want to see her fall in love with 
someone who doesn’t get paid off 
or killed off. It’s been over a year. 
Maybe for National Coming Out 
Day, Bianca could get kissed by a 
visiting activist? Let’s see a little 
Next page ► 
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isn’t as much pain as there is in 
Trembling Before G-d. Yes, we 
have Will & Grace, and yes, we 
have this book talking about 
queers changing the face of Jew¬ 
ish society. But there are still a lot 
of people in pain about their sex¬ 
ual identity. Not everything is as 
triumphant as Will & Grace 
might want it to be. 

CA: When you grow up feeling 
different, as either a Jew or a 
queer, you learn to read yourself 
into texts in a different way than 
people who are part of a domi¬ 
nant group. It’s kind of like dri¬ 
ving while black. Most white peo¬ 
ple don’t ever think about getting 


pulled over by a police officer and 
being beaten up, humiliated, or 
thrown into jail for no reason. I 
think queer Jews think about 
those things. Am I going to be hu¬ 
miliated in a synagogue? Will my 
partner be allowed to come up to 
the stage where people read Torah 
and participate in the service? Is 
my child going to be taunted at 
school if their classmates find out 
that I’m a lesbian? 

I think that the majority of 
Jews in America today go to syna¬ 
gogue to be Jewish, and don’t do 
a lot of ritual stuff in their homes 
to be Jewish. Community centers, 
synagogues and organizations are 
public places where people can be 
Jewish. I don’t know how friendly 
those places are for people who 
are publicly out. It depends on re¬ 
gion and which movement you’re 
talking about. ▼

movements for change, not nec¬ 
essarily as Jews. There’s this great 
article by Isaac Deutscher, a pro¬ 
fessor of philosophy at Oxford, 
from Poland. He coined the term 
“the non-Jewish Jew.” His basic 
premise was that Jews have always 
lived on the margins of other so¬ 
cieties, and have therefore had a 
particular sensibility towards see¬ 
ing beyond the specific, at the uni¬ 
versal. You can go back through 
the 20th century and see where 
Jews have been overrepresented in 
socialism or civil rights move¬ 
ments. It’s a possible way of 
putting the current phenomenon 
of Jews overrepresented in the 
queer movement and writing in a 
bigger context. 

There is a definite San Francisco 
slant to the essays in the collec¬ 
tion. 

CA: I think you could see SF 
(and for the past 40 years, SF has 
probably seen itself) as where 
everyone else might be in 20 
years. If that’s the case, then in 20 
years every major federation is 
going to have a gay and lesbian 
outreach. Because of its focus on 
SF and maybe NYC, I guess the 


book is slightly triumphalist, but 
part of what we’re trying to say is 
that a lot has changed. 

DS: Both Caryn and I have 
been very active in the intersec¬ 
tions of queer and Jewish in our 
lives and work. We met working at 
Sha’ar Zahav, the SF synagogue. 
But we didn’t know what the re¬ 
sponse would be. Ask two Jews 
something, and you get three 
opinions. It adds to the tension of 
the book. 

CA: Whether it’s about work¬ 
ing within established synagogues 
to create a queer social group or 
queer-friendly policies, or going 
to rabbinical school and coming 
out, we wanted to assess what 
changes had taken place since 
Twice Blessed came out. A whole 
generation of people like myself 
have had help from that book to 
come out, and the landscape has 
shifted completely. 

DS: The book’s writers are not 
necessarily conflicted. By and 
large, they see themselves as queer 
and as Jewish, and are activists as 
both. There isn’t as much 
wrestling in this book as there 
was in Twice Blessed, and there

C aryn Aviv and David 
Shneer are the editors of a 
new essay collection, Queer 
Jews (Routledge, $19.95), which 
picks up where the groundbreak¬ 
ing Twice Blessed left off a dozen 
years ago. Aviv and Shneer have 
compiled a number of thought- 
provoking essays by queer Jewish 
writers from all over North Amer¬ 
ica. 

Gregg Shapiro: In your introduc¬ 
tion, you mention a shortage of 
major books by and about lesbian 
and gay Jews published in the 
US, but there's no shortage of 
queer Jewish writers. Why do you 
think queer Jewish writers spend 
more time writing about being 
queer than about being Jewish? 
Caryn Aviv: I think that what 
• happens with queer Jewish writ¬ 
ers is, Jewish identities come 
through in their writing, but not 
necessarily explicitly. Part of that 
is because so many queer Jews 
have been so alienated by Judaism 
since they came out and felt un¬ 
welcome in Jewish communities, 
and it was difficult to maintain a 
connection to communities and 
traditions that were so hostile to 
who they were as human beings. 

A lot of writing comes out of 
pain, whether it’s the pain of com¬ 
ing out in a hostile society as 
queer, or coming out as a queer 
Jew in communities that might be 
Orthodox or secular, but that 
don’t necessarily embrace that as¬ 
pect of who they are as queers. 

David Shneer: I guess you 
could ask the same question of 
why there were .so many, Jews, in¬ 
volved’in the ’60s leftist move¬ 
ments, not as Jews per se. Espe¬ 
cially in the 20th century, Jews 
have been overrepresented in

Dadd/s Boy contest Sept. 1 at the Eagle

p o the outside world, beyond 
the confines of gay sensibil¬ 
ities, the concept of the 
“boy” world might seem strange 
indeed — especially when that 
world also includes women. In 
their efforts to try to understand 
the genre, an inquisitive hetero¬ 
sexual couple tried hard to com¬ 
prehend why mature males and 
females of the leather persuasion 
feel deep down that they are 
“boys.” 

I incurred the wrath and some 
nasty hate mail from what I con¬ 
sidered “old guard” people who 
were aghast that, as the judges’ co¬ 
ordinator for the Mr. San Francis¬ 
co Leather contest not long ago, I 
chose to pick former Internation¬ 
al Drummer Boy Dan Hughes — 
not only as a judge, but as the 
head judge for that year’s contest. 

The Mr. SF Leather committee 
saw no harm; the contestants that 
year saw no harm; but there was a 
handful of howlers who con¬ 
demned me and the committee 
for daring to put a boy in a re¬ 
sponsible position as head judge 
for San Francisco’s highest male 
leather title competition. The 
howls reverberated throughout 
the leather community, but that’s 
all they were — howls. When all 
was said and done, the contest 
proceeded as usual, and only 
die-hards continue to com¬ 
plain to this day. 

For many, change is 
hard to accept. Yet, 
change is inevitable and I 
for one have championed 
“boy” causes ever since I 
met John Siracusa, one 
of the heroes of the 
boy movement as the 
first “judged” Interna¬ 
tional Drummer Boy. Before him, 
then Drummer Magazine publish¬ 
er, Tony DeBlase, handpicked Di¬ 
eter Edwards to be the first ever In¬ 
ternational Drummer Boy. 

By choosing Dan Hughes to be 
the head judge, I felt secure in the 
knowledge that even Mr. DeBlase, 
who was considered old guard, 
had the foresight, compassion and 
intelligence to recognize yet an¬ 


other sub-culture of the 
Leather/BDSM communities that 
had to be dealt with. 

From that year on, the Drum¬ 
mer Boy title has been bestowed 
upon worthy individuals who have 
carried the banner high and with 
pride to create the mood of accep¬ 
tance within the leather tribe. 

This coming Sunday, Septem¬ 
ber 1, the 20th edition of the San 
Francisco Leather Daddy’s Boy 
competition will play out again in 
the patio of the Eagle Tavern. The 
first ever chosen SF Leather 
Daddy’s Boy Jake Banks has 
been persuaded to take time 
away from his love of raising 
horses on Vashon Island in 
Washington state to 
judge this event. I am 
pleased and proud to 
join B.C. Cliver, Robert 
Dern, and Keith Truitt 
on the panel for this 
auspicious occasion. 

Throughout the 
years, we have had 
some absolutely great boys with 
this title. And in very few cases, 
there have been some disappoint¬ 
ments. But whatever your assess¬ 
ment of the boy movement, the 
San Francisco boys who have won 
it and whatever else is involved in 
having this title, the boy move¬ 
ment is here to stay. 

Already in major cities, there 
are boy groups — and they are in¬ 


clusive of women as well. So be on 
hand this coming Sunday, when 
the 20th SF Leather Daddy’s Boy 
competition will take place. 
Hopefully, whatever stigma (real 
or imagined) that is attached to 
the title will forever be eradicated. 
Our boys are no less diligent, hard 
working, intelligent, resourceful 
and imaginative when it comes to 
fund raising schemes than a lot of 
the daddies out there. And you 
know something else? The fan¬ 
tasies by boys at both former 
Drummer (now International 
Sir/Boy) and in the American 
Leather Boy competition often are 
much, much better than the other 
competitors. Ask anyone who has 
been and they will tell you the 
same thing.

■ had a helluva time getting my 
copy of Among Men back 
from my mother. I told her 
that if she liked the latest movie 
from Berlin-based Cazzo Film so 
much, she should get her own 
copy. Teach me to lend out my 
videos. But she really likes those 
German boys. And so do I. The 
typical Cazzo man is wiry, tightly 
muscled, his head either shaven or 
severely cropped, his body tat¬ 
tooed and pierced. They’re be¬ 
tween 25 and 40, and they’re 
studs, even the bottoms. They 
have a rough trade sort of sex that 
is nevertheless romantically 
tinged, or as I prefer to say, ardent. 

Such manly attitude, such de¬ 
terminism, is a great help in an¬ 
choring the inexplicable events of 
Among Men, which is offered in 
German, but without any subti¬ 
tles. When two policemen are dis¬ 
patched from the city into the 
countryside, they find a vacant 
car. We know that the car’s occu¬ 
pants have entered an abandoned 
mansion which is in spooky dis¬ 
repair. Inside it, naked guys with 
immense raging boners material¬ 
ize out of thin air, have smashing 
sex with the city boys, and disap¬ 
pear. Well, some of them disap¬ 
pear. Others just adjourn to an¬ 
other room to screw some other 
mysteriously manifesting mister. 

So you guess that the house 
must be haunted, full of ghosts. 
My German is rusty, but did one 
of the city boys say, “Funny, you 
don’t look like ectoplasm to 
me?” These guys are far too 
corporeal to be ghostl 
having a marked cori- 
spicuity of cock. 

Fortunately, I visited 
the generously illus¬ 
trated and most infor¬ 
mative Cazzo Film web¬ 
site, where 
a plot syn¬ 
opsis re¬ 
veals that 
although the house may actually 
be haunted, “It seems that a brutal 
sex clique rams up anyone who 
enters the house.” And cliques 
used to be so exclusionary. But 
can the city boys tell the difference 
between ghosts and ramming 
cliques?

As my friend Lotte Lenya used 
to say, “Who Cares?”

that everyone is pleasantly and 
sometimes severely satiated. In 
the movie’s first big encounter, 
city boy Lance de Moor, who’s an 
elongated piece of muscle, sud¬ 
denly finds there’s a naked guy on 
the sofa who wasn’t there before. 
With lanky limbs spread in lasciv¬ 
ious repose, he’s a slab of deca¬ 
dence, his hard dick an imperme¬ 
able weight against his taut stom¬ 
ach.

They’re joined by a grizzled 
guy in fatigue pants who begins 
rudely gagging our cocksucker 
with a majestic cock that has 
the longest glans.
